Ted Cronin, boss of the AFL 
Service Car Drivers’ Union, and 
his bodyguard, William (Bozo) 
Remphry, former convict, were 
wounded last night when three 
men drove up to their automobile 
and fired nine shots into the car 
parked beside Cronin’s home at 
6201 Itaska street. 

Cronin suffered a minor wound 
over his right eye from flying 
windshield glass which was shat- 
tered by five bullets, and Rem- 
phry, who was in the driver's 
seat, suffered a bullet wound in 
the left leg. The bullet, which 
lodged in the calf, had penetrated 
the door of the car, 

Detective Capt. Martin Cliffe, 
who questioned Cronin at &t. 
John’s Hospital, said hé was told 
by the labor boss that two of the 
three men fired at Remphry and 
him. Cronin thought a machine 
gun had been used, but Cliffe said 
the bullets in the car had come 
from revolvers. 

“T don’t know what it was all 
about,” Cliffe quoted Cronin as 
saying. 
~Police, however, have heard 
that gangsters have been trying 
to “muscle in” on Cronin’s union. 
Detectives Fail to Hear Shots. 

Detective Sgt. Walter Cliffe, a 
brother of Capt. Cliffe, and De- 
tective Walter Bauer, who had 
been assigned to keep a watch at 
Cronin’s home since the last at- 
tempt on his life last March 3, 
were within two blocks of his 
house when the shooting oc- 
curred at about 6 o'clock. They 
did not hear the shots, they re- 
ported, and did not know of the 
shooting until it was broadcast 
by the police radio ‘station. 

First report the police received 
of the shooting came from Miss 
Marie Horn, daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. A. F. Horn, 6200 Itaska 
street, directly acrosg the street 
from Cronin’s home. 

She told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter she heard the shots and 
“ran to a second floor window, 
because I thought my parents 
were having trouble with the 
car. From the window,” she said, 
“TI saw two automobiles on Clif- 
ton avenue, beside Cronin’s house. 
One car was at the curb and the 
other was in the middle of the 


street.

VINSON APPROVES 
WLB PAY RISE FOR 
STEEL WORKERS 


Decision Based on Find- 
ing That: Price Boost 
Would Not Be Needed 


for Wage Increase. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 30 (AP).— 
Steel workers received an okay 


from Stabilization Director Fred 
Vinson tonight for War Labor 
Board-approved wage increases es- 
timated to average 5 to 7 cents an 
hour. 

Announcing his decision, Vinson 
said the Office of Price Adminis- 
tration had reported that this 
boost for the more than 400,000 
workers in the iron and steel in- 
dustry would not necessitate gen- 
eral increases in prices of steel 
products. 

OPA did say, Vinson continued, 
that an increase in price of some 
steel products was overdue and 

ould have to be made. 

In a letter to WLB Chairman 
William .H. Davis, Vinson said 
OPA’s conclusion was this: 

“These increases will be made 
irrespective of the wage decision. 
It is the judgment of the Price 
Administrator that, after these 
price adjustments are made, the 
proposed wage increases will not 
require any further net rise in the 
general level of iron and steel 
prices. 

“Accordingly, the wage increases 
required by your directive ord@ 
may become effective.”

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 30.— 


The Tennessee Valley Authority, 
pattern for the proposed MVA in 
the Missouri River drainage basin, 
describes its important contribu- 
tions to the war program in its 
eleventh annual report, filed with 
Congress today. 

Under war requirements TVA’s 
program for control and develop- 


ment of the Tennessee River and 
its tributaries was accelerated, re- 
sulting in the completion in the 
fiscal year ending last June 30 of 
several large projects for improve- 
ment of navigation on the Ten- 
nessee and for generation of elec- 
tric power. 

Power produced in the 12 
months: was 10: billion kilowatt 
hours, of which three-fourths was 
utilized for war purposes, ~~“, 

The closing of the Fort Lowden 

Dam below Knoxville practically 
completed the nine-foot navigation 
channel from the river’s mouth to 
Knoxville, a distance of 650 miles. 
Traffic on the river reached the 
total of 206 million ton-miles, 
much of it being war equipment 
and supplies. 
The report tells how “unified 
resources development made pos- 
sible increased production of war 
materiel.” 

An important item in the 
agency’s war production was 100,- 
000 tons of calcium carbide for 
synthetic rubber, 

The fertilizer plants operated 
by TVA were utilized for ele- 
mental phosphorus and nitrates 
for war use. and for fertilizers, 
the output of phosphorus being 
increased 30 per cent over the 
preceding year. Production of 
ammonium nitrate was 130,000 
tons, most of it in a form suit- 
able for fertilizer use. 

Distribution of phosphatic fer- 
tilizer was made to 31,500 test 
farms in 28 states. Demonstra- 
tion work on these farms was 
credited with having greatly in- 
creased food production. Large 
shipments of highly concentrated 
superphosphate fertilizer was

LONDON, Dec. 31 (Sunday)— 
(AP).—The hopelessly outnum- 
bered and surrounded German 
garrison in Budapest has rejected 
a Rugsian ultimatum to surrender 
and its anfihilation now is in the 
final stage, Moscow announced 


last night. 

The German refusal occurred 
Friday and Moscow. announced 
that Soviet troops yesterday had 
smashed into the eastern side of 
the city for the first time. Soviet 
dispatches said they had linked up 
with the western invasion wing on 
Danube islands in the heart of 
the Hungarian capital. 

Moscow also announced that the 
new Soviet-sponsored Hungarian 
government headed by Premier 
Bela Miklos had declared war on 
Germany. The declaration, issued 
by a government set up in De- 
brecen, in eastern Hungary, and 
dated Thursday, said that Ger- 
many forced Hungary into the 
war against Russia, and “attacked 
and occupied” Hungary March 19, 
1944, imposing Nazi rule on the 
country.

PARIS, Dec. 30 (AP).—A con- 
siderable number of enemy spies 
and saboteurs, some in American 
uniforms, have been trapped with- 
in and around Paris by American 
military authorities and French 
police, it was disclosed tonight. 

Stringent security measures were 
taken throughout the Paris area, 
with military personnel and civil- 
ians frequently halted to identify 
themselves. Military police were 
stationed at all city entrances, 

Paris police said raids had been 
made on suspected spy hangouts, 
30 persons being taken in one. One 
German wearing an American of- 
ficer’s uniform. was arrested in a 
night club, Stars and Stripes re- 
ported, while two other were found 
in a house where a Fyench girl 
had given them refuge. 

WAR WORK NEW YEAR'S DAY 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 30 (AP).— 
The leaders of the AFL and CIO 
today asked organized labor to 
stay on the job in war plants New 
Year’s Day. 

William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, 
and Philip Murray, president of 
the Congress of Industrial Organi- 
zations, urged all members of their 
organizations to forego the custo- 
mary holiday observance.

REGENCY DECREED 
FOR GREECE: KING 
VIRTUALLY QUITS 


Archbishop Damaskinos 
Named by George II, 


Reportedly on Pressure 
by Churchill.

LONDON, Dec. 30 (AP).—King 
George II of Greece tonight an- 
nounced appointment of Arch- 
bishop Damaskinos of Athens as 
regent of his strife-torn country, 
taking a step generally regarded 
here as tantamount to relinquish- 
ment of his throne. 

The 54-year-old monarch’s. road 
has been rocky for years, and 


most observers in London's diplo- 
matic quarters believe the Greek 
people, who are swinging to the 
left, would vote against a mon- 
archy in a plebiscite which ig ex- 
pected to be held. 

Appointment of the regent was 
announced in a Royal proclama- 
tion issued after a statement in 
Athens.by the Archbishop's secre- 
tary that Damaskinos probably 
would assume hig duties as regent 
tomorrow. 


King Urges Steps for Peace. 

The proclamation, stating that 
the King had “deeply considered 
the terrible situation” into which 
Greece had fallen, said he had re- 
solved not to return to the coun- 
try “unless summoned by a free 
and fair expression of national 
will” and authorized Damaskinos 
to “take all steps necessary to re- 
store order and tranquillity.” 


The King, reported to have op- 
posed the regency, was believed 
to have been convinced of the 
necessity of the measure by Prime 
Minister Churchill, who had just 
returned from Athens. Reliable 
sources said Churchill told the 
King that a regency would be 
established by the Government in 
Athens regardless of his consent. 

Establishment of a regency had 
been unanimously agreed on by 
the all-party conference convened 
by Churchill and Foreign Secre- 
tary Anthony Eden last Tuesday 
in an effort to restore peace in 
Greece, 

Damaskinog, an open opponent 
of dictatorship who was exiled for 
two years during the Mextaxas

Patton Broadens Front. 

The renewed German attacks 
came as Patton’s hard-driving 
forces broadened their front along 
the south of the German bulge to 
nearly 50 miles, struck west of 
Bastogne, cut supply roads and 
threatened to isolate enemy armor 
which had thrust to within 23 
miles of Sedan at Libramont. 

American counterblows had re 
won nearly one-third of the terri- 
tory overrun in the German offen- 
sive, narrowing the maneuvering 
ground for Von Rundstedt’'s three 
armies. Progress of the new Ger- 
man attack was not at once dis- 
closed, nor was the me at which 
it broke, 


Previously, supreme headquar- 
ters had reported under the 36- 
hour security time lag that by 
Friday morning one Third Army 
force had driven into Moircy, 
11 miles west of Bastogne and four 
and a half miles southeast of St. 
Hubert, where another American

Nazi Roads Under Fire. 


Necessity for action was multi- 
plied by the American artillery 
‘harassment of his east-west routes 
of supply or retreat. 

In the 16 miles between Man- 
hay on the north flank and 
Longchamps—three miles north of 
‘Bastogne—there are but two good 
highways. Tit.ere are two railroads 
but the Germans never succeeded

The northern highway runs 
three and a half miles south of 
Manhay, where American gunners 
lie in wait. 

The southern highway runs a 
mile and a half north of Long- 
champs, where Patton is steadily 
building up his fire power. 

In between He numerous sec- 
ondary roads, and even these are 
hazardous. 

Associated Press Correspondent 

William F. Boni reported that 
American batteries commanded 
all but about a mile of the sector 
between Manhay and Long- 
champs. 
The weather yesterday favored 
the enemy, but limited forces of 
fighters and fighter-bombers 
struck at communications and 
supply concentrations and heavy 
bombers from Britain hammered 
at the same sort of targets. 

Pilots along the Third Army 
front claimed destruction of 32 
tanks in incomplete reports, along 
with 135 motor transports, 12 loco- 
motives and 154 railroad cars. 

The Germans bombed eight 
towns on tne American Seventh 
Army front, using 11 captured 
American P-47 Thunderbolts in one 
of the attacks. American medium 
bombers attacked German dumps 
at Oos, across the Rhine from 
Strasbourg and fighter-bombers 
attacked rail lines in the Saarland. 

More than 1300 American heavy 
bombers from Britain, escorted by 
700 fighters, struck at railroad 
bridges on lines from Berlin and 
at freight yards at Mannheim, 
Kaiserlautern and Kassel. The 
weather was mad and much of the 
bombing was done by instrument. 

Quiet on North Flank, 

Boni was able to report that the 
northern front was relatively quiet 
yesterday and on some sectors pa- 
trols had to press forward nearly 
three miles before meeting even 
the slightest resistance. The enemy 
was digging in, and using tanks as 
pillboxes. 

The appearance of Patton’s far- 
ranging forces in Moircy spelled 
trouble for the Germans, who had 
captured Libramont and dug in 
there against attacks from the 
southwest.

TWO LOST UNITS 
SLOWED NAZIS AT 


START OF ORNE| 


Bore Shock of German 
Offensive, Delayed En- 
emy for Two Critical 
Days. 


By HAL BOYLE 

NEAR 8ST. VITH, Belgium, Dee. 
23 (Delayed by Censor), (AP).— 
From the tired lips of survivors 
came the first full story today of 
how the Germans launched their 
offengive and how two “lost” 
American formations stalled it for 
two crucial days by fighting until 
engulfed. 

Only a small number of these 
weary soldiers have managed to 
straggle through the tide of Nazi 
armor that eventually overran 
them, but they brought with them 
the tale of an American Ther- 
mopylae in the frozen fastnesses 
of the Belgian Ardennes. 

Isolated by the first crushing 
surge of Nazi tanks in the Eifel 
Mountains near the German bor- 
der, these two American forma- 
tions fought back in the way old 
covered wagon trains defended 
themselves against encircling In- 
dians. 

During the struggle they re- 
layed by radio to American de- 
fense forces assembling behind 
them vital information on the en- 
emy’s strength and movements. 

The spokesman for the heroes 
of the bloody stand was Lt. Col. 
Robert P. Stout of New York City. 

“These formations took the first 
big nick out of the edge of the 
German ax and blunted the force 
of their attack,” he said. “We 
captured one Nazi Captain, who 
paid them this compliment, ‘We 
were told that we would be able 
to go right through you to St. 
Vith. But I was the only com- 
mander able to reach our first 
day’s objective on schedule—and 
now look at me,’” 

Describing the start of the 
mighty German blow, Stout said, 
“Our outfit had been in position 
only a few days and held a long 
section of the  battlefront—27 
miles. It was in the Schnee BHifel 
section, a long ridge line almost 
2500 feet high and heavily wooded. 
It is very rugged country and for 
the most part unsuitable. for 
tanks. 

“On the night of Dec. 15 we 
learned that the enemy was group- 
ing for some kind of attack and 
we informed the front-line units. 

“At 7 o'clock the next morning 
the Germans hit us, One of their 
first objectives was to throw us 
out of the slight penetration we 
had made into the Siegfried line 
—about 4000 yards long and a 
similar distance deep. 

“They struck down from the 
north of the Schnee Lifel, That 
was the site of the first break- 
through, and it was the only place 
where they could get tanks 
through in strength. 

“Another column attacked from 
the south of the Schnee Eifel. 
Both columns were heavily ar- 
mored and we lost considerable 
cavalry (motorized) who were too 
lightly gunned to withstand the 
onslaught—but the men died in 
their vehicles trying to halt the 
enemy. 

“Our two infantry formations 
that were cut off were on the 
Schnee Eifel and found themselves 
surrounded when the two Nazi 
colums linked up west of this 
ridge.” 

Although they had only a small 
number of guns to oppose the en- 
emy Panzer and infantry divi- 
sions, the doughboys on the ridge 
line refused to give up. 

“They organized a last stand,”

“Yes,” said Lt. Col, Earle Wil- 
liams, division signal officer and 
former Louisville (Ky.) telephone 
company executive, “we kept in 
radio contact with them until the 
late afternoon of Dec. 18—two 
days after the offensive started. 
Our last message to them, which 
they failed to answer, was to ask 
them if supplies they had asked 
for had reached them by air. 

“But we know they kept on 
fighting even after communica- 
tions failed. Every five minutes 
for three days we sent messages 
to them trying to re-establish con- 
tact,” 


Yanks Close Gap.

“Because of the fight they made, 
the rest of our outfit was able to 
pull back on the night of Dec. 
17, link up with armored Ameri- 
can units, and again present a 
closed line to the enemy, further 
delaying him. He no longer had 
the great gap he had counted on 
through which to pour his armor 
and infantry in waves.”

— Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur disclosed today, while 
a new Mindoro-bound convoy 
pressed on under Japanese attack 
to reinforce his forces, that the 
enemy had drawn troops from 
Manchuria in an effort to stop 
him on Leyte Island, 

The American commander's 
communique said Gen. Tomoyuki 
Yamashita had lost four army di- 
visions and the elements of two 
more, besides a Naval brigade and 
other special forces, in the futile 
defense of Leyte. 

Japanese losses, including 601 
more killed in recent mopping up 
operations, reached 116,770, the 
communique said, 

The communique said Japanese 
planes attacked a Mindoro-bound 
American convoy off Panay Island 
the night of Dec. 28-29, 

(The Tokyo radio yesterday 
broadcast a claim that Japanese 
planes in three days of attacks 
on a &O-ship convoy headed for 
Mindoro had sunk 10 transports 
and a PT boat and haGd damaged 
two transports, a cruiser and a 
destroyer.) 

MacArthur's communique said 
eight of the attacking planes had 
been shot down, No mention was 
made of convoy losses. 

American units which defeated 
the Japanese on Leyte were the 
First Cavalry Division, Eleventh 
Airborne Division, and the Sev- 
enth, Twenty-fourth, Thirty-sec- 
ond, Seventy-seventh and Ninety- 
sixth Infantry divisions. 

They were opposed, the com- 
munique said, by the enemy's 
First, Sixteenth, Twenty-sixth and 
102nd divisions and major ele 
ments of the Eighth and Thirtieth 
divisions, most of which had seen 
service in China and earlier in 
the Philippines. The First Di- 
vision was drawn direct from 
Manchuria, the communique said. 


NAZI PATROLLING ON ITALIAN 
FRONT IS MORE AGGRESSIVE 


ROME, Dec. 30 (AP).—The Ger- 
mans have stepped up movement 
of troops and material on the 
western coastal sector of the Ital- 
lan front and the situation in this 
area, where the enemy has pressed 
a counterattack all week, remains 
“fluid,” the Allied command an- 
nounced today.

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WITHHOLDING TAX; 
HIGHER FOR MOST 
PERSONS IN 1949 


New Method Seeks to 
Avoid . Obligation at 
Year’s End, Total to Be 
About the Same. 


Federal income taxpayers are 
due to receive two surprises with 
the advent of the new year— 
changes in personal exemptions, 
which for many persons will be 
reduced, effective on 1944 incomes, 
and changes in amount of the 
withholding tax, which in many 


instances will be increased, effec- 
tive on the first payday of 1945. 


A table of the new withholding 
tax rates on weekly wages is pub- 
lished in the adjoining column. 

Taxpayers in the St. Louis dis- 
trict will receive by mail within a 
few days the blanks for their 1944 
annual returns, which , must be 
filed with the Collector of Internal 
Revenue, with the full amount of 
any additiona] tax due—no install- 
ments—by March 15. 

Neither the fact that income 
taxes were withheld from wages 
reguiarly during 1944 nor the 
fact that sofme persons paid addi- 
tional taxes in the period ending 
last April 15, on filing det!arations 
of estimated income for the year, 
will prevent a considerable num- 
ber of taxpayers from owing still 
more tax on their 1944 incomes 
with their forthcoming annual re- 
turns. For some persons, entitled 
to larger than normal deductions 
or large family exemptions, there 
may be refunds due from the Gov- 
ernment after the annual returns 
are filed. 

Withholding taxes, effective at 
the old 20 per cent rate for the 
last year and a half, were not 
large enough to cover the war- 
level taxes of many employed per- 
sons with good salaries. That is 
why the rates have been increased 
to make income taxation more 
nearly pay-as-you-go. 

Under the new charges, the 
withholding tax will cover the full 
tax on a singe person's salary up 
to $5000, that of a married man 
up to $5500, that of a married man 
with one child up to $6000, and 
so on. The effect of the new 
rates will be to avoid accumula- 
tion of a tax obligation to meet 
at the end of the year, but not to 
increase the total tax due. The 
new tables are more precise than 
the old ones, divided into brackets 
only $1 apart on salaries up to $60 
a week, so that the tax withheld 
will fit more closely the amount 
of salary. 

The changes in exemptions are 
likely to be an unpleasant sur- 
prise. Those who made out decla- 
rations of estimated tax last April 
noted that a married man was en- 
titled to a $1200 exemption, plus 
an additional $350 for each de- 
pendent other than his wife. This 
applied to both the normal tax and 
the surtax rates. However, the law 
has been changed since then, but 
made applicable to 1944 incomes. 

The new exemption is $500 for 
each person in the family—the tax- 
payer, his wife and each child or 
other dependent—but this applies 
only to the high surtax rates, 
which range from 20 to 91 per 
cent. For the normal tax of 3 per 
cent the exemption is limited to 
$500 where the return covers in- 
come of only one person. Ex- 
emption for the normal tax is $1000 
in a joint return by husband and 
wife—provided each spouse had an 
income of $500 or more; if either 
of them had less than $500 income, 
the exemption is $500, plus the 
actual amount of the smaller of 
the two incomes. 

Thus a childless married couple 
is entitled to a surtax exemption 
of only $1000, compared with $1200 
previously. The additional tax due 
on the $200 difference will range 
from $40 to $60 for most salaried 
persons. It works the other way 
for a taxpayer with two or more 
dependents. The man with a large 
family may find the Government 
owes him a refund. 

Exemption now is limited to 
persons closely related to the tax- 
‘payer, and the old “head of the 
family” exemption is eliminated.

War Output in Plants Here Cut FI MAN WELL RECEIVED 
By Absenteeism in Holiday Week 


Losses Laid in Part to Bad Weather—Some 
Firms Devise Ways Designed to 
Prevent Recurrence. 


Many large St. Louis industrial 
plants suffered considerable losses 
in war production last week be- 
cause of numerous absences of 
workers attributed both to holi- 
day spirit and inclement weather, 
a survey by the Post-Dispatch 
showed yesterday. 

Similar experiences were report- 
ed in other industrial centers 


where numbers of war workers re- 
mained away from jobs. Most 
war plants were closed last Sun- 
day and Monday, in accordance 
with War Department plans to 
give workers a holiday, but some 
employes extended the vacation at 
least another day. 


A few St. Louis plants have de- 
vised measures to prevent a re- 
currence this week because. of 
New Year's festivities. N.. H. 
Schwenk, president of Busch- 
Sulzer Engine Co., said his em- 
ployes would work today at 
double-time rates in order to per- 
mit a day off tomorrow. 


Schwenk told a Post-Dispatch 
reported absences at his plant last 
week were more numerous than 
usual. He said production suf- 
fered a slight decline. 


Numerous absences were report- 
ed at plants of Aluminum Ore 
Co., East St. Louis; National Lead 
Co., Laclede-Christy Clay Prod-

IN BRAHMS’ CONCERTO 


But Violinist’s Disturbance 
of Timing Is Noticeable 
in Interpretation. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 

The Brahms Violin Concerto re- 
ceived its annual tribute, this 
time from Mischa E)man, at last 
night’s concert by the St. Louis 
Symphony Orchestra in Kiel Audi- 
torium, It was Mr. Elman’s first 
appearance with the orchestra for 
a number of years and it was 
thought for a while he would show 
up with a new concerto. As it 
happened, somebody's discretion 
got the better of somebody else’s 
valor and the familiar beauties of 
Brahms were given the call over 
the debatable merits of Boris Mar- 
tinu. 


Mr. Elman in Brahms is not un- 
like Elman plus Brahms or Elman 
plus Beethoven; that is to say, the 
characteristics of the soloist are 
more in evidence than those of 
the composer. The _ result last 
night was a demonstration of good 
fiddle-playing, but whether or not 
it was good Brahms was, to say 
the least, a matter of opinion. 


The extension of time values, 
however slight, when repeated 
often enough causes an inevitable 
sagging of the line, and Mr, 
Elman, in both the first and sec- 
ond movements of the concerto 
last night, allowed himself to be 
detained quite often. In each in- 
stance the particular phrase was 
pointed up at the expense of the 
over-all design and caused each 
movement in retrospect to seem 
episodic. Nothing that Mr. Elman 
could do in the way in beautiful 
tone production could offset the 
loss of breadth and emotional 
urgency that was caused by the 
disturbance of the timing. 


The soloist was well received, 
however, and by way of novelty 
played an arrangement of Bach's 
“Air for a G String” with or 
chestral accompaniment. 


The orchestra was at its con- 
vincing best in two American 
suites, “The Plow that Broke the 
Plains,” by Virgil Thomson, and 
George Gershwin’s “Porgy and 
Bess.” 

Virgil Thomson's music was 
composed for a documentary mov- 
ing picture dealing with the Mis- 
sissippi Valley, but for obvious 
reasons it is lacking in continuity 
when removed from its original 
association. 

The Gershwin suite owes as 
much to its arranger, Russell Ben- 
net, as to its original composer 
and in any case it is bad Gersh- 
win. The orchestra under Mr, 
Golschmann managed somehow to 
play the score with great depth 
of feeling.

Any person with less than $500 
income in the year, who has been 
subjected to the withholding tax 
On wages, must file a return in 
order to qualify for a refund of 
the taxes. 

For persons whose income in 
the year was less than $5000, de- 
rived only from wages, dividends 
and interest, the simplest method 
of return will be to fill out the 
short and simple W-2 form, the 
withholding receipt to be issued 
by the employer This has been 
made the easiest form of tax re- 
turn yet devised, and most per- 
sons of even limited education 
should understand it. No payment 
is required on filing of this form, 
but the Collector will issue a bill 
for additional tax due or a check 
for a refund, as the case may be. 
Under this method there is an 
automatic allowance of 10 per 
cent for deductions, compared 
with 6 per cent in the simpli- 
fied tables of recent years. 

Persons with larger incomes, or 
those receiving income from busi- 
ness, profession, rents or other 
sources, must use the new Form 
1040, which is simpler and more 
readily understood than forms of 
the same number for previous 
years. Even those who use Form 
1040 have an alternative method, 
if their income was 


$5000. They can simply list their 
income on page 1 and refer to a 
table on page 2 for the amount 
of tax. This table takes into con- 
sideration automatically a deduc- 
tion of 10 per cent for such things 
as charitable contributions, inter- 
est paid, real estate and sales 
taxes and s0 on. 

Those whose deductions exceed 
10 per cent or incomes larger 
than $5000 will find on page 4, 
a listing of the deductions and 
computation of the tax» (Page 3 
is for the usual special] schedules 
to explain various items.) 


The final step, then, is to return 
to the bottom of page 1 and enter 
the tax.

NEW LEGISLATURE 
0 CONVENE AT 
NOON WEDNESDAY 


Postwar Problems and 
New Constitution’s En- 
abling Acts Possible Is- 
sues of Session. 


By BOYD F. CARROLL 
Jefierson City Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 30.— 
The Missouri Legislature will con- 
vene* here at noon Wednesday, 
five days before the inauguration 
of the Democratic Governor-elect 
Phil M. Donnelly of Lebanon Jan. 
8, with postwar preparations and 
new constitution enabling acts as 
its probable major legislative pro- 


gram. 

Legislative leaders have forecast 
the session will continue for more 
than a year, contingent on adop- 
tion of the proposed new Missouri 
constitution in a special statewide 
election Feb. 27. Adoption would 
involve a large volume of enabling 
legislation to give full effect to/ 
the new charter. 

Both houses of the sixty-third 
General Assembly will be con- 
trolled by Republicans for the 
first time since 1921. 

The usual flood of legislative 
proposals — some desirable and 
many of the so-called “crackpot” 
type-—is expected, but the two out- 
standing legislative requirements 
appear to be implementing of the 
new constitution, if adopted, and 
legislation to put the state govern- 
ment in a position to take a pro- 
gressive and helpful part in the 
postwar reconversion period. 

Constitutional Problem. 

Adoption of the new constitution 
would place on the legislature the 
duty of legislating on nearly 50 
subjects to put it in full operation, 
some of the single subjects involv- 
ing complex enabling acts and re- 
peal of many existing acts. 

The task likely will involve 
preparation and enactment of 
hundreds of bills. 

Included among the major con- 
stitutional subjects calling for leg- 
islation are reorganization and 
consolidation of the executive de- 
partments of the state govern- 
ment, including a new central 
revenue department, a merit sys- 
tem for state employes, and judi- 
cial, local government and taxa- 
tion reforms. A subject of bitter 
contention wil] be legislation to 
give effect to a proposed consti- 
tutional requirement of uniform 
interest tates for all money 
lenders. 

Reconversion. 

No specific legislative programs 
for state participation in postwar 
reconversion have been put for- 
ward so far. Gov. Forrest C. Don- 
nell, Republican, who retires Jan. 
8, has been silent as to the recom- 
mendations he will make in his 
final legislative message, and 
Governor-elect Donnelly has not 
disclosed what will be in his ini- 
tial legislative ptfogram, except 
that he will urge earmarking of an 
18-million-dollar general revenue, 
fund surplus for postwar pur- 
poses. 

Whether the Legislature will 
meet this problem is a matter for 
the future, but the question of 
preparation for postwar reconver- 
sion will involve funds for public 
works, state aid in reconversion 
and in solution of unemployment, 
aid to returning veterans, revision 
of unemployment compensation 
laws, setting up of a buffer 
against the time when present 
wartime record state revenues 
will decrease, and restriction of 
state expenditures for the 1945- 
1946 biennium to accumulate funds 
for postwar purposes. 

In keeping with the trend of 
ever - increasing governmental 
costs, the requests for appropria- 
tions for the biennium total $343,- 
046,768 including the one-third of 
general revenue for the public 
schools. This figure is $43,328,000 
greater than the estimated reve- 
nue from all sources in 1945 and 
1946, and is 83 million dollars 
greater than appropriations made 
for the current biennium. 

Gov. Donnell, who last time 
recommended for the departments 
about what they asked for has 
declined to say how much cutting 
he will do in the executive budget 
to be recommended to the legisla- 
ture. He will complete his budget 
message before Jan. 8, but the 
budget will not reach the legisla- 
ture until after Donnell retires to 
become Senator. 

Donnelly Has Veto Power. 

Gov.-elect Donnelly, who will 
have the last word with the execu- 
tive veto power, has a reputation 
for questioning increases in costs 
acquired in 20 years as a State 
Senator. 

Donnelly has said he did not 
think an 18 million dollar surplus 
in the genera] revenue fund should 
be used for operations, and has 
declared his opposition to “a 
spending spree” while revenues 
are high in war time. 

The question of investigating 
lobbying activities and interest 
rates of small-loan companies,

There the enemy had the ad- 
vantage of 770-foot bluffs and 
natural defensive terrain and ap- 
parently the fighting flowed 
around the royal palace, where 
German guns could fire down on 
the Russians in the eastern mide 
of the city. 2 


Nazis Sow Mines ‘Srude. 


Light tanks and armored cars 
were driving into the city, greatest 
prize yet within the grasp of the 
Russians, but the Germans had 
left thousands of mines which had 
to be removed by Soviet engineers. 

Picked Soviet teams of tommy- 
gunners and sappers cleared the 
way for the bulk of the Russian 
forces. They crept around street 
barricades and mined areas, send- 
ing back radio messages to Soviet 
artillery which battered down 
enemy strongpoints.

Archbishop Damaskinos comes 
from a family of clergymen, In 
1923 he became bishop of Corinth 
and later was sent to the United 
States to pacify dissenting factions 
in the Greek Orthodox Church, He 
proved a successful mediator. 

On his return he was elected 
Archbishop of the holy synod of 
the Greek Church, but subse- 
quently the dictator Metaxas 
found grounds to cancel his elec- 
tion, and exiled him for two years, 

When the first pro-Nazi Premier, 
Gen, George Tsolakoglu, took of- 
fice during the occupation, 
Damaskinos showed great energy 
toward alleviating civilian dis- 
tress. He made repeated repre- 
sentations to German and Italian 
military authorities when execu- 
tions or arrests were about to be 
made, 

The Germans put him under 
house arrest for the last six 
months of the occupation. 

He long has been considered an 
expert in matters of the state. 

Former Premier Venizelos once 
said of him, “Damaskinos must 
devote himself to politics, because 
I believe him a farsighted poli- 
tician.” 

During the devastation of 
Greece he organized soup kitch- 
ens and distributed clothing and 
supplies to the poor and, in circu- 
lars read in churches, criticised 
the wealthy and urged them to 
show a spirit of solidarity for the 
salvation of their country.

requirement of the Price Stabili- 
zation Act that price increases be 
authorized in “hardship” cases de- 
termined on the basis of present 
earnings records compared with 
prewar earnings. 

The WLB decided the steel wage 
@ase on Nov. 25 but said the pay 
changes it approved should not 
become effective unless OPA 
found they would not necessitate 
an increase in steel prices or 
Vinson ordered them into effect. 

Although 400,000 workers in 86 
companies are the only ones af- 
fected directly, the decision may 
ffhally affect some 500,000 other 
workers in 600 companies where 
the CIO United Steel Workers 
union has collective bargaining 
agreements. 

OPA, after cost studies, wound 
up with an estimate that the in- 
crease would cost between 75 mil- 
lion and 80 million dollars a year. 
Steel companies’ figures ranged up 
to 150 million. 

Increases Not in Basic Wage. 

A difficulty in figuring the cost 
is the fact that the incréases ap- 
proved are not in the basic wage. 
The steel workers asked for 17 
cents an hour increase in basic 
wage but the WLB turned this 
down on the ground it would vio- 
late the Government’s wage sta- 
bilization policy. 

The main increase approved was 
a premium of four cents an hour 
for the second or early night shift 
and six cents for the third. or 
late night shift. This will affect 
the majority of workers since in 
most steel planta it is a practice 
for workers to rotate through the 
shifts at intervals. 

Increases Retroactive. 

These increases are retroactive 
to the expiration of old contracts. 
The expiration date varies from 
plant to plant but most contracts 
expired around Dec. 26, 1943. 

In addition, the WLB directed 
adjustments to correct inequities 
within plants but ordered that in- 
creases under this directive should 
not average more than five cents 
an hour for all of a plant's em- 
ployes. Also approved were vaca- 
tions with pay. 


WAGE EARNERS’ LIVING COSTS 
HERE UP .2 PCT, IN NOVEMBER 


Living costs for St. Louis wage 
earners and clerical workers in 
the lower salary brackets rose .2 
per cent in November, but were 
6 per cent lower than in Novem- 
ber, 1943, the National Industrial 
Conference Board reported yes- 
terday, 

The board's cost of living index 
stood at 124 in November against 
123.8 in October and 124.6 in No- 
vember of last year. The index 
is based on a rating of 100 for 
living costs in January, 1939. 

Food and house furnishing costs 
advanced 1 per cent in Novem- 
ber; clothing, .5 per cent; fuel and 
light, 7 per cent, Housing re- 
mained unchanged, while sundries, 
with a decline of .1 per cent, reg- 
istered the only drop, Food was 
4.3 per cent below the level of a 
year ago, and housing down .2 
per cent, but sundries rose 2.7 
per cent; clothing, 3.5 per cent; 
fuel and light, 4.1 per cent, and

Supreme headquarters has just 
decreed that no division can be 
mentioned by number on. the 
western front, but I can tell you 
that I saw such St. Louis people 
as Cpl, Chester C. Galowski, son 
of Mr. and Mrs, Joseph Galkowski 
of 1310A Howard street; Staff Sgt. 
James R. Gimblett, whose wife 
lives at 6834A Mardel avenue; and 
Cpl. David E, Kelley, son of Mrs. 
Florence C. Kelly of 2823A Uni- 
versity street. It’s guys like these 
I’m talking about—guys who as 
armament men at an air base 
will never get the D. 8S. C—or, if 
I can help it, the Purple Heart— 
who will work through the night 
wearing that New Year’s grin on 
their faces and that New Year's 
smile in their hearts.

Cronin, in addition to his affilia-

Union, is president of the Parkalot 
Co, and business representative 
for the Teamsters’ District Coun- 
cil and Midwest Over-the-Road 
Drivers’ Association. In 1931 Cro- 
nin was questioned in connection 
with the murder of Gus Buselaki, 
friend and counselor of some serv- 
ice car drivers who had broken 
away from the union ruled by 
Cronin. Again in 1942 he was 
identified as the man who shot a 
Texas truck driver, who was not a 
member of the union. Charges 
against him were dropped, because 
the trucker could not be found to 
testify.

NEW CIVIL PROCEDURE CODE © 
ABOLISHES TERMS OF COURT 


The new code of civil procedure, 
which goes into effect Tuesday, 
does away with terms ef court 
and provides that all defendants 
in civil cases must answer the 
suits within 20 days after service 
is obtained,

Rolla (Blackie) Dean, former

Under the former system of four 
terms each year, cases were re- 


turnable on the first Monday of

If no settle- 
ment is reached, a statement of 
facts on which both parties can 
agree will be set out and all testi- 
mony will then be directed to the 
purely controversial issues. It is 
believed that the trial of cases will 
be appreciably expedited by this 
device. The new code does not 
apply to the probate or criminal 
courts,

Capitol Hill, Jones, although 70 
years old, wants to hold tight to 
his post of Secretary of Com- 
merce, his job as head of the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation

But if he looms as an aor 
able object, seemingly irresistible 
White House forces, aided and 
abetted by liberal Democrats, are 
out to topple him from his perch. 
It may be said on good authority 
that President Roosevelt would 
not be chagrined to see Jones re- 
sign as Secretary, with a _ nice 
note ‘saying that he has reached 
the age of retirement and wants 
to tend to his health. 

Rumors about Jones’ health 
have been circulating freely in the 
capital. When similar reports 
about the President’s condition 
were spread prior to the Novem- 
ber election, it took a tou 
through New York City in 
downpour to scotch them. Jones 
Was more diréct. Last week he 
lunched at the Press Club, speak- 
ing gaily with all the reporters 
he knew and generally exuding 
physical fitness and mental vigor. 

The Texas Revolt, 

The President, of course, could 
fail to reappoint Jones. He is not 
oblivious to the reports that the 
Secretary of Commerce, through 
his close Texas contacts, may 
have had a little to do with the 
abortive attempt of Texas Demo- 
crats to rebel against the Presi- 
dent in the Electoral College. Just 
what precise information the 
Chief Executive may have on this 
score is not known, He does not 
know that Jones’ friends have 
steadfastly denied complicity on 
the part of the Secretary. 

Roosevelt has no heart at this 
time for a knockdown dragout 
tilt with Jones. He knows that 
such a quarrel would rally many 
powerful Senators on the side of 
the two-fisted Texan, and he 
wants to appease the Senate as 

much as possible. 

His transcending concern is to 
get the Senate to approve an in- 
ternational organization for the 
maintenance of world peace. 

Outgoing Vice President Henry 
A. Wallace would like to have 
Jones’ job as Commerce Secretary. 
He told the President as much in 
a luncheon at the White House 
last week, but Roosevelt made no 
promises. If Wallace replaced 
Jones it would give the liberals a 
great lift in morale, for they have 
never forgotten or forgiven the 
President for siding with Jones in 
the latter's bitter dispute with 
Wallace over the Board of Eco- 
nomic Warfare. 

After his defeat for renomina- 
tion as Vice President in Chicago 
last July, Wallace, although 
thrown over by the President, 
made one of the most effective 
campaigns in his behalf. Jones 
made only one important cam- 
paign talk, politely announcing 
that he favored the re-election of 
Franklin Roosevelt. Wallace 
sought no reward. He campaigned 
for his honest convictions, and for 
his chief. His loyalty is such 
that he would harbor no ill feel- 
ing if he were still left out in the 
cold by the President. 

Wallace’s Growing Backing. 

The President is well aware of 
the fact that Wallace, the in- 
dividual, is not the sole issue, how- 
ever. Behind the genial, politically 
naive Iowan is an expanding 
following, independent Democrats, 
liberals, members of the CIO and 
others who saw a new, stronger 
Wallace arise from the shambles 
of the Democratic national con- 
vention in Chicago. 

They® cannot forget: that when 
Roosevelt said the New Deal had 
been ousted by Dr. Win-the-War, 
a challenging Wallace shouted 
that the New Deal was not dead, 
that it would never die. They 
cannot forget that Wallace has 
always opposed appeasement, in 
any form. They look to him as 
their standard-bearer in 1948. 

And so the President, aside from 
his personal obligation to Wallace 
and his personal affection for him, 
will think twice before letting him 
remain in midair as the dangling 
man. He would like to give him 
Jones’ big job. He thus finds him- 
self confronted with one of the 
most touchy, explosive situations 
in Washington, 

Perhaps one of his political 
trouble - shooters, Postmaster 
Frank Walker or Harry Hopkins 
~—who is friendly with Jones—or

Record Flood, 

The most impressive occurrence 
to Meteorologist Harry F, Wahl- 
gren was the flood of last spring, 
which raised the Mississippi River 
on April 30 to a stage of 39.14 feet, 
the highest ever recorded on the 
river gauge and the highest stage 
since 1844, when the Mississippi 
crested at 41.39 feet. 

Average temperature for the 
year was 57.2 degrees, one degree 
above normal and one degree 
warmer than last year. There 
were 2752 hours of sunshine, 60 
per cent of the possible amount 
and one per cent more than nor- 
mal. 

Although precipitation for the 
year was 33.51 inches, 4 inches 
less than normal, April came fair- 
ly close to setting a record for 
the month and accounted for more 
than a fourth of the 12-month 
total. Some 8.82 inches fell last 
April, 6.29 inches pouring down 
in a 24-hour period April 23-24. 
The only April of record in which 
more rain fell was in 1893, when 
10.84 inches were recorded, 

In a freak shower Sept. 11 .87 
of an inch of rain fell in 10 min- 
utes, more than the entire total for 
January, which was the driest 
month of the year. A fall of only 
.8 Of an inch was noted. 

The highest temperature for the 
year was 99 degrees on June 17 
and the lowest zero on Feb, 12. 
The temperature failed to reach 
70 degrees only in December, 
when the highest, on the twen- 
tieth, was 55 degrees. 

The first killing frost occurred 
Nov. 30, the latest of record and 
a month later than normal,

Gross revenue from the sale of 
electric power was $35,429,546. 
“Net income” was $14,116,000 after 
taking into account the payment 
of all operating expenses, the pay- 
ment of $2,168,798 to states and 
counties and other political sub- 
divisions in lieu of taxes, and the 
setting aside of $6,876,468 for de- 
preciation, The “net income” was 
described as representing a return 
of 4.1 per cent on the average in- 
vestment for the year in TVA’s 
power facilities, ¢alculated at 
about $357,000,000. 


No separate allowance was 
made for interest on Federal 
fundg invested in TVA, but atten- 
tion was called to the fact that 
the entire net income was the 
property of the Government, 


At the end of the fiscal year 
550,000 customers were receiving 
TVA electricity through 84 muni- 
cipal and 45 co-operative distribu- 
tion systems. These distributers 
reported gross sales of approxi- 
mately $36,500,000, with aggregate 
net income of more than $6,360,000. 

Domestic customers of the TVA 
systems used an average of 1707 
kilowatt hours for the year, at an 
average price of 1.88 cents a kilo- 
watt hour, compared with na- 

tional average domestic use of 
1117 kilowatt hours at 3,55 cents a 
kilowatt hour. 


Domestic Rates Reduced. 


Four distributing systems re- 
duced domestic rates about 25 per 
cent below the standard TVA 
schedule, These were the munic- 
ipal systems at Tupelo, Miss., and 
Decatur and Florence, Ala., and a 
co-operative, the Alcorn County 
Electric Power Association at Cor- 
inth, Miss. 


Their new rate schedule is: For 
the first 100 kilowatt hours a 
month, 2 cents a kilowatt hour; 
for the next 250, one cent ‘ach; 
for the next 700, four-fifths of a 
cent each; for all in excess of 
1050, seven-tenths of a cent each. 

In the fiscal year TVA operated 
19 reservoirs for flood control and 
navigation and power generation. 
Eight of these were on the Ten- 
nessee River and 11 on tributaries. 
Two of the largest dams, Ken- 
tucky dam near the mouth of 
the Tennessee and Fontana on the 
Little Tennessee, are nearing com- 
pletion but were not in full opera- 
tion last year. The water control 
system was operated three times 
in the year for flood protection. 
In the largest flood the crest at 
Chattanooga was held at 31.6 feet 
as compared with a stage of 38 
feet which it was calculated would 
have been reached without the 
TVA protection. 


New generating facilities in- 
stalled at dams in the year ag- 
gregated 254,00 kilowatts in ca- 
pacity, giving TVA total generat- 
ing capacity of 1,500,000 kilowatts 
at hydro plants and 393,000 kilo- 
watts at steam plants. The big 
Watts Bar steam plant produced 
more than a billion kilowatt hours, 
using 495,000 tons of coal, or less 
than one pound for each kilowatt 
hour, 


A study was undertaken in co- 
operation with State agencies of 
Virginia “to determine the effect 
of correct fertilization of the soil 
on the growth and physical condi- 
tion of the people living upon it.” 

Natural Resources Developed. 

Notable achievements were re- 
ported in co-operation with State 
agencies for the development and 
utilization of natural resources. 
Through numerous demonstration 
undertakings the profitable cut- 
ting of timber from the area's 
large forest lands was encouraged, 
giving promise of greatly increag- 
ing the annual timber production 
— aggregating about $100,000,- 


Much research was carried on in 
the processing of minerals and 
other raw products, A new method 
was devolped for producing alu- 
mina from clay, which was de- 
scribed as holding promise of suc- 
cessfully competing as to cost 
with production of alumina from 
bauxite. This research was under- 
taken at the request of and was 
financed by the War Production 
Board, 


From June 30, 1943, through 
October, 1944, the area was visited 
by more than 170 officials of for- 
eign nations. These visitors were 
making studies’ of TVA methods 
and activities with a view to ap- 
plying similar methods in the de- 
velopment of river basins. These 
visitors included representatives of 
Australia, Brazil, the British Isles, 
Canada, Chile, China,. Colombia, 
Ecuador, Egypt, 
Greece, Holland, India, New Zea- 
land, Peru, Uruguay, French West

BB SOT POWER PLANTS 


: Units on Wheels Supplied by 


Car Company Helps Speed 
Russian Reconstruction. 


Russia is using a novel fleet of 
power plants on wheels to speed 
its vast program of reconstruc- 
tion, and St, Louis is supplying 
the units, it was disclosed yester- 


ay. 

Edwin B. Meissner, president of 
the St. Louis Car Co., 8000 North 
Broadway, told the Post-Dispatch 
how his company two years ago 
was called in by the United States 
Government to aid the Russians 
in restoring their scorched earth. 
Russian engineers explained what 
they wanted, and the St, Louis 
Car Co. developed it. 

It was something new. By the 
spring of 1943 the first unit was 
on the high seas bound for Rus- 
sia, 

It is a complete electric generat- 
ing station built on a railroad car. 
Hitch it to a train, roll it up to 
a Ukrainian town that the Ger- 
mans have laid waste and at once 
the town has lights, its waterworks 
can start pumping, and life be- 
gins ageity The railroad cars 
a were “built at St. Louls Car 


"The St. Louis Car Co. sent the 


| Russians 50 of the mobile power 
stations in 1943, 80 this year, and 
have an order for 25 more for the 
first part of 1945. They are under 
lend-lease and the financial de- 
tails were not divulged. 


Weigh About 80 Tons. 

The mobile power plants weigh 
about 80 tons. They have a huge 
Diesel engine which is the source 
of power for the generator. Since 
the Russians use an unusually 
thick crude oil in the Diesel, a 
specia! neating boiler had to be 
built into the unit to warm the 
oil to the proper consistency. 

Another problem presented was 
the difference between the Amer- 
ican and Russian railway gauge. 
In Russia the rails are just five 
feet apart, while here the gauge 
is four feet eight and a half 
inches.* The St. Louis Car Co. 
sends the power plants to the port 
of embarkation on American- 
gauge railway trucks, or wheel 
carriages, detaches them before 
loading, and ships along with the 
generating units sets of Russian- 
gauge trucks built here. 

William F. Kamman Jr., chief 
engineer of St. Louis Car Co., di- 
rected the designing and construc- 
tion of the mobile stations. Their 
power output ranges from 300 to 
800 kilowatts, and they can be 
hooked up to form a bank sup- 
plying their combined power 
where needed. Since the German 
high command was careful to 
wreck every Russian power plant 
possible, the mobile stations are 
a key element of reconstruction. 

The finished units are rolling 
out of a shed at the 60-acre North 
St. Louls plant where until re- 


cently the company was assem- 
bling Navy training _ —

| Rights and Interests of the States, They Say, Have 


Executives Interviewed by the 
Post - Dispatch Acclaim 
Widespread Benefits of 
Project and Praise the Co- 
operative Spirit of Its Rep- 
resentatives.

HE governors of the seven states which 
T compre the Tennessee River Valley, in- 

terviewed by the Post-Dispatch, are 
unanimous in acclaiming the benefits which 
the Tennessee Valley Authority has brought 
to their respective states. They deny the 
two charges most frequently made against 
TVA, the proposed Missouri Valley Author- 
ity and regional authorities in general— 
that such a Federal agency is a “‘super- 
state” which violates states’ rights, and that 
it robs the states of tax revenues. They also 
testify unanimously to the co-operative spirit 
of the agency and its avoidance of high- 
handed methods and agree that the rights 
and interests of the states, on the overall 
balance, have been strengthened by TVA’s 
operations: 


The governors, interviewed at their state 
capitals by Harry Wilensky of the Post- 
Dispatch staff, were asked for frank state- 
ments of what is good and what is bad about 
TVA. Their statements follow: 


By PRENTICE COOPER 


Governor of Tennessee. 


Te the Editor of the St. Louis Post-Dispatch: 
HE people of the United States are en- 
T titled to development of their country’s 
natural resources. 
mentality capable of effectively developing 
a great river valley is the Federal Govern- 
ment. 

TVA benefits not just a region but the 
country as a whole, The agency is justified 
from the standpoint of national defense 
alone. Our country needs to develop great 
power resources in the interior, where in- 
stallations are less vulnerable to attack 
than in coastal regions. 

TVA already has affected tremendous sayv- 
ings in flood control, and will provide ex- 
tended protection after the war, when addi- 
tional dams are constructed and reservoirs 
are operated for this purpose. National 
commerce has benefited from improvement 
of th@inland waterways and cheap transpor- 
tation rates. 

People throughout the Tennessee Valley 
are enjoying low electric rates which the 
private companies used to tell us were ‘‘fan- 
tastic and impossible.” Our farms have 
been electrified, and rural life has been 
made more profitable and enjoyable. You 
will notice that, in speaking of TVA bene- 
fits, I have placed several things ahead of 
cheap power. Power development is only 
one of the phases of this regional plan. 

I have heard the argument that a re- 
gional authority centralizing control over a 
major drainage basin interferes with states’ 
rights, and I consider it an example of 
cloudy thinking. It comes from failure to 
recognize what is a natural field for the 
Federal Government. From the beginning 
of this nation, development of natural re- 
sources has been considered a Federal field. 

I believe in upholding states’ rights. I 
have served as head of the Southern Gov- 
ernors’ Conference, and I drafted the reso- 
lution, which was unanimously adopted last 
year at the national conference of governors 
in Columbus, O., calling for strict guarding 
of states’ rights against Federal encroach- 
mént. During my six years as governor of 
Tennessee, I certainly have had ample op- 
portunity to study TVA, and I can say that 
the rights of this state and its citizens, far 
from having been restricted or violated by 
activities of this Federal agency, have been 
enlarged through enriched opportunities. 
To those who contend that TVA elimi- 
nates large areas from local taxation, let 
me say that these taxes have been more than 
replaced in Tennessee by TVA contributions, 
both in the form of direct compensatory pay- 
ments to the state treasury and in indirect 
benefits. 

TVA has proved an uplifting, progressive, 
civilizing influence on our people, and what- 
ever opposition once existed in Tennessee 
has completely disappeared. The agency 
represents one of the best investments ever 
made with taxpayers’ money. It would be 
little short of a crime if the benefits of such 
unified regional planning were not extend- 
ed to other regions with undeveloped re- 
sources. The Missouri River Valley is only 
one of the regions capable of such develop- 
ment. We would like to see our Cumber- 
land River Valley similarly developed,

Te the Editor of the St. Louis Post-Dispatch: 
HAVE found TVA to be most co-opera- 

| tive, and have only praise for the 
agency’s operations in this state. 

In distributing fertilizers for soil improve- 
ment tests on more than 6000 North Caro- 
lina farms, TVA has worked with state and 
county agencies. All the county farm agents 
with whom I have talked have commented 
on the fine service and the co-operative 
spirit of this Federal agency, which is free 
of arbitrary methods. 

Minerals research has been carried on in 
co-operation with state agencies, including 
work on kaolins, vermiculite, olivine and 
mica. Experiments in the TVA ceramic 
laboratory at Norris Dam have increased use 
of North Carolina pottery clays. Whenever 
we have a problem pertaining to minerals, 
we find TVA invariably ready to lend a 
helping hand. The agency has agreed to 
staff and equip a laboratory for researeh 
on clays which we are erecting in Asheville. 


New and improved farm machinery is now 
in use in North Carolina. These improve- 
ments include a barn hay-drier and a small 
trailer-thresher developed by TVA; _ the 
trailer-thresher is manufactured by a North 
Carolina firm. 


I am a strong believer in states’ rights,. 


but TVA has done nothing which to my 
mind embodies any threat. to the rights of 
this state. building Fontana Dam, for 
example, it was necessary for TVA to pond 
a highway. The agency agreed to build a 
satisfactory substitute road and also to ex- 
tend a park area. There was nothing arbi- 
trary about this, the whole thing being ar- 
ranged through amicable negotiations. 


Swain County has been deprived of a 
large part of its taxable land values by 
ponding for Fontana Dam, it is true, but 
this loss has been largely offset by TVA 
payments in lieu of taxes. Certain TVA 
revenues are paid into the state treasury, 
and this money is distributed to the af- 
fected counties on the basis of a formula 
recognized as equitable and satisfactory. 

My only complaint about TVA is that 
power generated in North Carolina is used 
by factories located mainly in other states. 


BAILEY OF MISSISSIPPI 


I would like to see the Federal Government 
place more war industries in this state, but 
I cannot hold TVA responsible for the Gov- 
ernment’s policy in this regard. 

To sum up, North Carolina has found 
TVA to be thoroughly competent and co- 
operative, and public sentiment in the state

years, showed a 30 per cent increase in farm 
income based on 1935 prices, 40 per cent in- 
creases in crop yields and carrying capacity 
of pastures, a 25 per cent increase in live- 
stock, and a 20 per cent increase in labor 
efficiency. 

TVA has provided millions of seedlings 
for planting on eroded acres, and has estab- 
lished -selective cutting demonstrations on 
farm woodlots. 


TVA operations in Virginia have not re- 
sulted in any encroachment on state rights. 
Of course, impairment of state rights might 
develop in the long run, and is a possibility 
to be borne in mind. But to date there has 
been no such impairment. 

Virginia has enormous coal deposits at 
the expense of which hydroelectric power 
projects may be organized. I do not know 
whether such hydroelectric projects, financed 
with tax money, really provide cheaper elec- 
tricity.

There is no reason why TVA should not 
be able to operate without encroaching on 
states’ rights. The idea underlying the re- 
gional valley authority is sound, and it is 
perfectly reasonable for state and Federal 
governments to work together to realize all 
the varied advantages accruing from unified 
control of an entire drainage basin. 

Of course, something has to be done to 
compensate local governmental units for loas 
of revenue in taxes on -.property taken over 
by TVA. The agency recognizes this, and 
has made substantial payments in lieu of 
I have only a preliminary report on 
these payments at present. The subject is 
under study, and is a matter for future de- 
velopment, 

Anything improving the home life and 
the income of farmers naturally is welcome. 
TVA has numerous’ test-demonstration 
farms in Kentucky, and has provided tons 
of phosphate ard nitrate, with the result 
that there have been increases in net farm 
sales and livestock carried, and a reduction 
in labor required, To encourage sustained- 
yield forest practices, selective cutting dem- 
onstrations have been established on Ken- 
tucky farm woodlots. Municipal and co- 
operative systems supply TVA power to a 
number of Kentucky consumers, 


Development of Kentucky Lake, which 
will have a 2000-mile shoreline, should pro- 
vide a popular recreational area.

T the inception of TVA 11 years ago, TI 
A publicly stated that I considered this 
' the greatest experiment in empire- 
building this nation ever had undertaken. 
I have had no reason to change that view. 
Under the leadership of David E. Lilien- 
thal, TVA chairman, the agency has kept 
free of politics. Not only that, but TVA 
has been careful to work with our state 
agencies and local communities. In its far- 
reaching soil improvement experiments, 
TVA has co-operated with the state exten- 
sion service, and in developing industry it 
has worked with chambers of commerce and 
other local groups. There has been no 
question of a Federal agency coming in and 


riding roughshod over the state and local 
agencies, 


TVA’s fine record has impressed busi- 
ness, agriculture and labor alike. In recent 
years I have found no opposition to TVA. 
Conducted as it has been conducted, with 
vision and regard for local agencies, it has 
made a tremendous contribution to publie 
welfare. 


Taxation is the major potential field of 
conflict between state and Federal rights. 
In this connection I should like to point out 
that the Federal agency makes an annual 
contribution to the state in lieu of taxes, 
appraising the value of lands taken over 
and making a contribution from its power 
earnings. Last year TVA contributed $447,- 
869 to the state treasury in lieu of taxes, 
In addition, it makes a settlement with each 
city and county affected on an ad valorem 
tax basis. 

Taking into account what TVA has done 
in improving flood control, navigation, pow- 
er distribution, agriculture, cattle raising, 
dairying, soil conservation and home life in 
general, I can say that the state has gained 
immeasurably more through service to its 
citizens than it has lost in mere taxes on 
lands taken over by the agency.

HE only complaint I have regarding 
T TVA is that its influence has not per- 

meated this state further. Activities of 
this agency have been of great benefit to 
the people of Georgia, and we would wel- 
come extension of TVA operations from the 
northern to other sections of the state. 


There once was talk about the danger 
of such a Federal agency wrecking local’ 
government and upsetting the tax structure, 
Such fears have proved unfounded. There 
has been no encroachment on states’ rights, 
and I believe the states actually have re- 
ceived more money under the TVA system 
of payments in lieu of taxes than they did 
before the Federal agency went into opera- 
tion. 

If we are going to industrialize the south 
and the west, we must have wider distribu- 
tion of electric power. I might add that pri- 
vately-owned utilities have benefited from 
the advent of TVA, having been stimulated 
to render more service, with the result that 
their profits increased, 

TVA has been particularly active in cow 
operating with Georgia institutions in pro- 
grams for development of the state’s re- 
sources. Extensive work has been done in 
developing a flax-growing and processing ine 
dustry with the Georgia School of Tech- 
nology. In co-operation with several state 
institutions, TVA was instrumental in set- 
ting up 30 community dehydrators in 1943 
as a first step toward complete community 
food-processing plants. 

This has been done in addition to ruralk 
electrification, establishment of test-dem- 
onstration farms, erosion control, forest fire 
control and selective cutting demonstrations 
for better utilization of forest resources. 
The mountain lakes TVA has created in 
north Georgia have given marked impetus 
to our developing tourist industry.

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1944— The Year of GI Joe 


The man of the year was just plain GI Joe. 

He was the one, in a year of crashing events and 
toil and trouble and confusion, whose hand never fal- 
tered on the weapon or the wheel. He never let any- 
body down. 

GI Joe, his gob brother, his British cousin, his 
French and Russian and all-European comrades-at-arms, 
made strong music in the year—hear it? In the fury 
of the long-awaited invasion, of great battles like Odessa, 
Viipuri, Riga and now Budapest , .. Cherbourg, St. Lo, 
Falaise Gap, Nijmegen, Aachen, and now, with fresh 
desperation and a bravery to shame Horatius, Bastogne 
.»- - Anzio—stout and stubborn—Cassino, the Garigliano 
River, Liri Valley ... Bloody Kwajalein Atoll, bloodier 
Saipan, Myitkyina. And the Valkyrie song of raw steel 
on steel as guerrillas fought before us in Greece and 
France and Belgium and Yugoslavia, and still fight be- 
fore us in the prison of Northern Italy. 

What history was made by the sturdy Macedonians 
of Alexander, the legions of Hannibal, the proud Swedes 
of Charles XII, even the Rainbow Division or the “Con- 
temptibles” at Mons, that GI Joe, citizen-soldier and 
home-defender of every land, has not made pallid by 
his present deeds? 


Principles Out of Harmony 


There is discord between all this and the stumbling 
deeds of the statesmen of the world—perhaps with the 
exception of men like Count Sforza, who stood fast for 
a free Italy, and like Gen. De Gaulle, who never showed 
doubt about the rebirth of France. But some seemed 
to be counting winnings in the shadow of fresh graves. 

Mr. Churchill was busy about the business of the 
Empire, in London, Quebec,’ Cairo, Moscow, Paris, and 
fishing at Christmas-time in the troubled waters of 
Greece. The Empire’s concern is not that of the bit- 
ter little people of the world,’who hope for self-govern- 
ment as well as peace from the struggle of our time. 

Hear the dark music of prestige played pianissimo, 
British prestige, slipping faster with each effort to shore 
it up. American prestige slipping, in Europe, in South 
America, in Asia, because we stood on the sidelines and 
offered nothing as the same old cards in the game of 
power politics were dealt once again. Gen, Chiang, 
seeming to have forgotten the great Lincolnian dream 
of Sun Yat-sen, suffering dictatorship and disharmony 
to flourish weed-like in what was left of Free China, 
Perhaps Joe Stalin played the smartest game of all—~ 
cold, shrewd, ready, like Bottom in the play, to take all 
roles, to be a high-handed Metternich or a promoter of 
harmony, depending on the ‘way the nations moved. 

Listen to the music of tragedy and terror. It is in 
the ghostly rush of V-1, pilotless and deadly, tearing 
down on London to sour the swéet taste of invasion; 
in the silent, awful passage of V-2, the robot as mad as 
the men who send it flying faster than sound; in their 
warning of what another world war might be. 

It is in the smoking ruins of villages in the jagged 
wake of battle; the tears of 20 million homeless, trudg- 
ing blind as Saul across the face of Europe. It is in 
the ghastly dissonance of murder—murder of prisoners 
from Corregidor and Bataan; murder of British prison- 
ers at slave labor in Burma; blanched bones and babies’ 
bodies in the Katyn Forest; gas and ovens and human 
dust at Lublin and Sobibur; murder of soldiers at Stalag- 
luft III and, with machine guns, again and again, just 
behind the battie line; murder of 1200 at Oradour— 
1200 quiet villagers herded into their place of worship 
and burned like rags, like soulless trash not worth 
sweeping up. Murder—and the cadence of revenge. 


The Three Great Days 


There is more music, other powerful themes moving 
with high jest or majesty through the revolving year. 
The bold and questing music of D-day. It sings of the 
sixth of June, midway in the year when long days are 
full of sunlight, yet a time when the troubled year 
seemed almost to begin as we gasped at—and prayed 
for—the boldest venture in all the ages that men have 
used their weapons for a cause, 

| Music of A-day, the Philippine attack. “With God’s 
help, we are .on our way back,” the General said. Leyte 
in October, surprise at Ormoc, then Mindoro, and every- 
where the brown Filipino smiling and weeping... “So 
happy you come.” 

E-day, Nov. 7—that made music—homespun music 
of the prairies and city streets. Democracy takes no 
holiday. War or no war, the people’s work, governing 
themselves, must be done at the appointed time, 

All kinds of music. ... The sky fights over Ger- 
many in February, Luftwaffe and flak against over- 
powering bombs and the AAF, The bomb at Hitler's 
conference—or was he there?—the purge of Generals 
and the triumph of Hangman Himmler. The brittle 
sound of crack-up in the Balkans as Bucharest fell, Bul- 
garia withdrew, free men marched into Belgrade and 
the Czechs rose up to answer their own anthem, “Where 
is My Home?” 

And the sturdy, heartening music of the new-born 
future being spanked as it gasped for the first breath 
of life—of people planning for the return of GI Joe, 
the loans, the education, the hospitals he will need ... 
of the President speaking out for job-making that makes 
more jobs, for an MVA and other valley authorities 
that can magic new frontiers from old ones... of a 
renascent France unafraid to face her problems... of 
the British stepping out surely with the Woolton report 
on the road to social democracy—seeking economic se- 
curity for all Englishmen. 

So much music, so many rich and terrible themes, 


it ought to make a symphony—the Symphony of 1944, 
Surely there are strings to sing its sorrows, brasses 
brave enough to trumpet its hope and power, wood- 
winds stern enough to speak the people’s voices. Surely 
it has form and meaning.... . 

But it cannot yet be written because there is no 
key, in all the vast scale of musical expression. There 
is no one tonality. The different voices sing, but all 
against each other. The key is lost, as lost as the 
children of Niobe and the tears that mourned them, be- 
cause the world is wild and out of tune, 

There was some hope of finding a constant key. 
Men took fresh heart with Rome and Paris freed. 
UNRRA met again, in Canada. There was progress at 
Bretton Woods. Dumbarton Oaks gave promise, surely. 
Not the perfect instrument, it was agreed. But until 
nations—even as men—somehow get together, how can 
law be born and order follow it? 


Where Are We Going? 


Yet the year is done and in some ways has failed us. 
It is the first law of living that man must know where 
he is going. It is best, as was true of 1943, that his 
face be set in wonder to the sun. But it is enough if 
only he knows there is a roadway beneath him, where 
it leads, and that he must not walk it lamely or with- 
out light. 

Our turmoil, on this last day of December, is that 
we have no sure direction. What has become of the 
Atlantic Charter, a beacon for all the world these past 
three years? Where is the path we thought broken at 
Moscow and Teheran, and, when we know, will we care 
to travel it? Where is the moral guidance of an Amer- 
ica whose physical might is felt in all the unswept cor- 
ners of the earth, from Natal to Basra, from Reykjavik 
through Cologne to Minsk and Pinsk and even Borneo? 

Then let us listen again, in pride as well as des- 
peration, to the clean song of GI Joe. It is music about 
wide land in Texas and sweet grain in Kansas and the 
banks of the Ohio and a pool hall in Brooklyn on Satur- 
day night ... of a bit of chocolate for a child in Bel- 
gium, a smile for an old man bombed out in Argentan, 

a hand on the shoulder of a coolie in Loyang, and of 
Pr to a bloody wall at St. Vith. 

“Men fight better with ideas at the end of ‘their 
bayonets,” we have been told by a wise man. But de- 
spite the failure of those in high places to remind Joe, 
he knew, in some chemic, almost capillary way. He 
fought for home, and the hope of going back to it, for 
sleigh rides and the girl friend and arguments and 
apple-bobbing on Halloween, and the free man’s right 
to take his freedom for granted if he chooses. It cost 
half a million casualties in one year because Joe knew 
what he was fighting for, and already many more than 
a hundred thousand can’t come back at all. : 

Task Force 58 knew’ what it was all about—and 
proved it with 4425 enemy planes and 795 enemy ships 
on Adm, Mitscher’s score board in 10 months, Its men 
knew in the battles of Formosa and the Philippines, in 
the Marshalls and Marianas, and at Guam, where the 
flag went home again in July and the radio impudently 
signaled Pearl Harbor: “Nothing heard from you since 
1941. Greetings.” 

Joe knew at terrible Tarawa, at Los Negros; And 
the boys in the B-29s—they knew and still know. Back 
to Japan they go from precious Saipan, harpooning sky- 
ward from the runway that miracles built. 

“These are men lately drawn from the ways of 
peace,” the President said on that solemn, prayerful 
sixth of June, That is why they have not forgotten how 
to laugh. In the pictures, look at the grins on their 
grimy faces. They are smiling at the flowers that pelt 
them; mocking, in spite of blood, at death. Grinning at 
Pvt. Sather, wounded in Normandy when a cow sat on 
him in a foxhole ,. . at the Air Force boy who fell thou- 
sands of feet and landed unhurt in a lucky tree... at 
the Canadian who made traitors of Nazi watchdogs by 
leading a female pup through No Man’s Land... at the 
rheumatic donkey GI’s used as a weather forecaster in 
Burma ,.. at the exploits of Maj. Bong and Col. Howard, 
“bad boy” Sgt. Kelly and Capt, Varner, who took 25 
Nazis with a teaspoon. 


They Will Not Fail Us 


They do not smile at the grim wonders worked by 
the Rangers, or at the commander who ordered in Nor- 
mandy, “To hell with objectives—keep going!” and the 
men who followed him ,.. or at the price of it all, 
quietly totted up in rows of crosses, rooted in soldier- 
soil on all foreign fields like that fair cemetery in the 
blue-tinged hills near Capua. 

Nor do they smile at the rough going of the mo- 
ment, the Von Rundstedt drive and the longer, so much 
longer, war ahead, But they are ready for it. We know 
they are, and hear it again from a British correspondent, 
who wrote this month of the GI Joe who “fights and, if 
need be, dies—grimly, desperately, earnestly—with a 
bravery as utterly complete and selfless as any Man any- 
where. ... No one has the right to take such devotion 
for granted... .” 

Mrs. Malonski, we were passing by and saw the 
gold star in your darkened window. ... 

GI Joe, if he had a chance to come home, found it 
not much changed. He could cock his ear, attuned to 
the tympani of battle, for the more measured music 
of people at work and play. Talk of the cost of living

ting. Early spring clink of new red and green ration 
tokens—use them at poker, Joe; chips are hard to get.

Listen, instead, to the big themes... to Henry

The Nation Stayed on Key 


In the main it’s been a rhythmic year # home. 
Our Japanese citizens have finally had their abused 
rights restored, racial tensions everywhere have eased, 
FEPC has won some victories for justice, and there is 
pride in the job the Negro GI is doing. There were 
three bad strikes—foremen in Detroit, one at Ward's in 
Chicago and a transit strike in Philadelphia ... anda 
year-long strike by an unpleasant gentleman named 
Avery who doesn’t think one war at a time is enough, 
“Dear Alben” Barkley went on strike against the veto 
of a tax bill that wasn’t carrying the load, but his re- 
bellion was an overnight wonder. 

Labor’s production record was good, except that a 
million of the 22 million in war plants got V-day nerves 
and drifted from their tools, or else were driven from 
them by the cut-backs, and it is taking all Washington 
to pull them back again. Production quotas were 
high and most were met faithfully, especially in ships, 
aluminum and steel, and the song of industry is, still 
the song of Prometheus, loud and defiant and full of 
strength and service. 

Perhaps Joe hears the unwritten symphony, the 
music that echoes in the citadels of suffering and rush- 
es like flood down the corridors of an unfearful mind, 
He has been walking, these -~war years, through the 
suburbs of freedom. There he must have listened to 
the firm music the whole world is making, and the wild 
music of frustration and despair. 

The tortured people of Greece, the pain-dulled and 
hungry of Italy, the burdened Chinese, the sad men of 
India, the struggling peasants of South America—all so 
recently felt that the leaders of the world’s great pow- 
ers had given new-minted meaning to their old desire. 

Disorder and disunity is thelr answer. No voice 
speaks from the whirlwind such as spoke to Job, saying, 
“The high arm shall be broken.” The promise of peace 
and community and man’s dignity is unfulfilled, and 
fear is abroad that the fruits of victory will not nourish 
them.

OW and why did the Germans break through the Allied positions 
on the western front? 

Military students will puzzle over that question for years to 
come. No one can give al) the answers now or perhaps for years, 
until all the facts are gathered by historians, but here is the picture 
of the past two weeks as gathered from personal observation daily 
at the front and from the collective views of several dozen American 
officers: 

The great lunge by Field Mar- 
shal Karl Gerd von Rundstedt has 
given the Allied high command its 
biggest scare of the war and, for 
a few dark hours, came close to 
delivering a blow which might 
have delayed the outcome of the 


passed St. Vith to the north in 
their rush toward Liege. 

The Twelfth headed northwest 
to drive through Bullingen to 
Butenbach and then, on secondary 
roads, towards Spa and Liege. The 
First headed west toward Mal- 


war one or two years. 

If Von Rundstedt had reached 
Liege he might have destroyed not 
only the American First and Ninth 
Armies but the British and Cana- 
dian forces as well. 

His place of attack was chosen 
carefully; his troops were gath- 
ered secretly on a 50-mile front 
from the Monschau forest south 
to Trier. 

In this area, which served to 
cloak his 1940 drive through the 
Ardennes at the same spot, Von 
Rundstedt assembled at least 20 
divisions, including most of his 
crack armored units. 


Massing Undetected. 


Allied intelligence completely 
failed to detect and evaluate his 
movements. On the day before his 
attack, American intelligence maps 
carried only the names of five 
worn-out infantry divisions in the 
area from the Monschau forest to 
Trier. 

This failure was one of the great 
contributing factors to German 
success. Anoher was an attitude 
which had grown up among 
Allied officers, from the field to 
the high command, that the Ger- 
mans were beaten and were in- 
capable of a great offensive. 

This feeling led to carelessness 
in professional defensive measures 
such as laying extensive mine- 
fields behind their own lines, pre- 
paring possible road blocks and 
planning a complete defensive 
system. 

The armies as a whole were 
only offensive minded and gave 
little or no thought to defense. 
One whole sector of the Ameri- 
can front was regarded as a 
“rest” area, for: new or battle- 
worn divisions. 

It is easy to note the change 
now, where every sector hag been 
prepared feverishly for a defense 
in depth. 

Meanwhile, the American of- 
fensive to the north was making 
little progress in the Aachen area, 
and Von Rundstedt was able to 
fend off this attack easily while 
preparing to snatch the intiative 
farther south for the first time 
since the Normandy landings. 


Nazis Knew U. S. Strength. 


That the Germans were fully 
informed on the American atti- 
tude has been revealed by pris- 
oners and captured notices to 
commanders, One of these Ger- 
man advices to lower commanders 
read: 

“In view of his (American) in- 
tentions east of Aachen and heavy 
losses there the enemy has oc- 
cupied the Eiffel front only very 
weakly. These units are only cap- 
able of strong resistance if the 
enemy succeeds in bringing re- 
serves from the north quickly at 
risks. As learned from experi- 
ence, it is assumed that the enemy 
will not quickly recover from his 
unexpected reverses.” 


While the first part of this re- 
port cannot be denied, it turned 
out that Gen, Eisenhower was 
not as slow as expected. 

On the morning of Dec. 16 the 
Germans struck. They sent. out 
two spearheads, one led by the 
First SS. Adolf Hitler Panzer Di- 
vision south of St. Vith, the other 
by the Twelfth SS. Hitler Jugend 
Panzer Division north of St. Vith. 
These were what the Germans 
called “reconnaissance in force.” 
They were heavily armored com- 
bat teams designed to hit a ter- 
rific punch on a narrow front and 
go as far as they could. 


At the same time the Germans 
ordered local attacks all the way 
from Monschau to Trier to divert 
attention from the main blow. 


Unexpected Success. 

These combat teams met with 
unexpected success. They burst 
through the thin American de- 
fenses and in the first 24 hours 
the spearhead to the north had 
made a salient 10 miles wide and 
six miles deep. The one to the 
south of St. Vith, executing a 
pincers move to the north, had 
gone almost as well, penetrating 
five miles on a five-mile front. 

Local attacks north of Trier 
also found a soft spot in the 
American lines in the direction of 
Bastogne. 

Through these three gaps Von 
Rundstedt put on the pressure. 
The next day the north and south 
spearheads joined just east of St. 
Vith, making one salient 12 miles 
deep and 20 miles wide. 

The road junction of St. Vith 
was vital to the Germans, who 
made a determined effort to take 
it, but the combat command of 
the Seventh Armored Division un- 
der Brig. Gen. Bruce Clarke 
of Syracuse, N. Y., had reached 
that Belgian town in an all-night 
race, and put up fierce resistance 
with the aid of regiments which 
had been overrun by the Nazi 
thrust, 

This was the first of the famous 
stands of sheer courage that de- 
layed the Nazi rush and, in the 
long run, saved the situation. 


Rush for Liege. 


The First and Twelfth Nazi 8S. 
Divisions had other and bigger 
fish in the fire, however, and by- 


medy, Stavelot and Stoumont in 
a three-forked drive with the 
same objective. 

At the same time in the south, 
through a weak spot north of 
Trier, another German force drove 
seven miles toward Bastogne 
through an ever-larger hole in 
the American lines. 

The third day, Dec. 18, was the 
first of the critical days. 

The Twelfth, plunging north- 
west on the shortest route to 
Liege, ran head-on into the vet- 
eran American First Infantry Di- 
vision rushing south. The meet- 
ing came just south of Butenbach, 
and the First with another Amer- 
ican Division, as yet ‘not identi- 
fied, on its left flank, halted the 
German Twelfth Division, at least 
for the moment. : 
Germans Fenced In. 

Von Rundstedt knew he had to 
race west and then turn north 
faster than American divisions 
could be sent into the line run- 
ning due west from Butenbach to 
the Meuse River. It was like rush- 
ing along opposite sides of a fence, 
trying to get to a gate at the 
end and through first. 

The American strategy was 
clear; it was right out of the 
rule book. It was the job of the 
Allied high command to keep the 
American armies’ Liege flank 
from being turned and to chan- 
nelize the German effort due west. 
Exactly the same sort of race 
was in progress on a smaller scale 
in the south, where the United 
States Third Army was throwing 
up a fence. 

Once the German offensive was 
channelized to the west efforts 
could be made to halt ‘it or let it 
run, then try to cut it off with a 
flank attack. 

Fortunately, the Ardennes area 
did not contain any key cities nor 
any great quantities of supplies, 
and Von Rundstedt’s advances 
gained little of military value. 
Every mile to the north toward 
Liege was worth 10 miles to the 
west, 

The First SS Division on Dec. 
18 began a real race, tearing 18 
mfles west over mountain roa 8, 
then trying to turn north at Mal- 
medy, Stavelot and Stoumont, in 
the Liege direction. Here they 
met another American veteran di- 
vision which had raced south, and 
another fierce struggle ensued, 
Stout Stand by Yanks. 

The next day Eisenhower threw 
in more troops, and so did Von 
Rundstedt, but the German Mar- 
shal was greatly handicapped by 
the failure to take St. Vith, where 
the United States Seventh Ar- 
mored Division still held out, al- 
though virtually surrounded. The 
division was an island in the heart 
of the Nazi drive, splitting it. The 
same day, Dec. 19, another “ig- 
land” of American courage ap- 
peared. It Was the 10lst Airborne 
Division and other units which 
were rushed to the front in trucks 
and met the Germans at Bastogne 
for an epic defense. 

Another crack American air- 
borne division, the Eighty-second, 
raced into line just west of Stou- 
mont to make the first effort to 
blunt the First SS. Panzer Divi- 
sion's drive westward. 

In the south, from Luxembourg, 
Gen. Patton threw up a flank de- 
fense composed of elements of the 
Fourth, Ninth and Tenth Armored 
Divisions and the Fourth, Fifth, 
Twenty-sixth and Eightieth Infan- 
try Divisions. 

In the center of the Ardennes 
break-through there was nothing 
to halt the Germans, and in the 
next few days armored combat 
teams drove 50 miles into Bel- 
gium, almost reaching the Meuse 
river between Namur and Dinant. 
These were the only armored 
prongs, however, and gained little 
of military value, Z 


Foe Had to Turn North. 


Von Rundstedt had to turn 
north to get at the American and 
British supply bases and deal an 
all-out crippling blow. 

Time was precious. Every hour 
gave the Allies time to push in 
men. 

Dec. 20 was the most critical 
day of the offensive. Von Rund- 
stedt had poured in new Panzer 
and infantry divisions and made a 
do-or-die effort to move north. 

The struggle ceased to become 
a matter of high strategy. It -be- 
came a knock-down, drag-out 
brawl. Only’ American courage 
stood between the German Panzers 
and a great military victory. And 
the doughboys held the gates to 
Liege against Hitler's prized war 
machine at Butenbach, Malmedy, 
Stavelot and Stoumont, At night- 
fall the German dead were piled 
in heaps and German war ma- 
chine wreckage burned brightly in 
the snow. 

Break in Weather. 

The next day Von Rundstedt’s 
attacks slackened and the turning 
point came, The Germans had 
carefully planned the attack for a 
spell of bad weather to keep the 
Allied airmen aground, The 
weather broke, and Von Rundstedt 
called on an all-out air effort by 
jthe German air force to keep thou- 


1945 SHOULD BRING

LONDON, Dec. 30 (AP).—Prime

sands of Allied bombers and fight- 
ers from beating his lifelines to a 
ulp. 

The German air force made its 
best effort since 1940, but it was 
not good eonugh. In the next five 
days the Germans lost more than 
600 planes, while thougands of 
American fighters, fighter-bomb- 
ers, light; medium and heavy 
bombers’ sapped Von Rundstedt’s 
strength. 

On Dec. 22 Gen. Patton started 
a drive from the south to relieve 
the surrounded 10ist Division and 
around Bastogne. American at- 
tacks started to hammer back the 
Germahs. : 

At the same time the Seventh 
Armored fought out from St. Vith 
and with other elements pushed 
back the exhausted western ele- 
ments of Von Runstedt’s forces. 

Von Rundstedt’s first quick 
grab at the rich prize of Liege 
had been beaten back with some 
broken fingers. The Nazi field 
marshal needed time to regroup 
for a new effort and went on to 
the defensive. He threw up an 
armored ring around the Belgium 
bulge and a rugged defense to 
Patton’s drive from the south. 

Within this ring he now is plan- 
ning his next move and juggling 
his forces. Adverse weather again 
has come to his aid, cloaking his 
movements. : 

That is how the battle now 
stands. 


Germans Still Strong. 


Even though the first attempt 
failed, the Germans still have a 
powerful punch left. They have 
many more uncommitted divisions 
in addition to two Panzer armies 
already in the deep salient in the 
Western Front. 

The Nazi field marshal has two 
choices of action. He can launch 
a new all-out assault to take 
Liege, committing his reserves in 
a final attack north, probably 
along with another attack in an- 
other sector of the front to di- 
vert Allied strength, 

Or he can withdraw into Ger- 
many, satisfied that his offensive 
has achieved a great slowing ef- 
fect on Allied military plans for 
the winter. 

This would give him the advan- 
tage of conserving his strength for 
future battles and retiring from 
the battlefield with victory. 

If Von Rundstedt goes back— 
it now is on the record that he 
dealt Allied military might a se- 
vere blow and scrambled the 
Western Front with a giant spoil- 
ing attack. The Germans did the 
same thing in the winter of 1943, 
upsetting the Russians who were 
readying their offensive. It was 
estimated then that the Germans 
had gained as much as three 
months’ valuable time. 

If Von Rundstedt goes on he 
risks defeat from Allied counter- 
blows. At the same time he may 
have decided that it is now or 
never and throw everything into

This latter course appears more 
possible, because the German 
people have been “sold” by Nazi

In Mid-Ocean Proved Blow to Japs

Japs was a top secret for a long 


time, but the Japs know about it now; they learned about it, to 

their misfortune, in the firat battle of the Philippines Sea, in 
June, 1944, They thought they would find us low on fuel after sup- 
porting the landings at Saipan, but we had our secret weapon—our 
ability to re-fuel in mid-ocean—and we had rendezvoused with our 
tankers. Our ships were overflowing and ready to fight. 


Oi secret weapon against the 


Our tanker service has done 
much to make our Pacific Fleet 
the most mobile, most revolution- 
ary fighting unit ever to come 
down to sea. No less than any 
other department, it has helped to 
tame this great ocean, to neutral- 
ize its vast distances and depths. 

How we refuel in mid-ocean is a 
technique that shows American in-; 
genuity at its best. No other navy 
in the world refuels alongside as 
we do. 

Your correspondent has watched 
dozens of refuelings since joining 


the fleet. He has watched from 
the throbbing decks of tankers 
and from hangar decks of car- 
riers. He has stood amidst lashed 
down planes and marveled at the 
way slender youngsters in blue 
dungarees manipulate that black 
python of hose. 


How It Is Done. 


One day the writer watched a 
refueling in seas running 15 feet. 
It would have been impossible to 
get old-fashioned ony | hose 
across in such a sea, but the light, 
modern type is more docile. The 
tanker’s decks are awash; the 
sailors were scampering about in 
bare feet. A great wave splashed 
over the tanker, sweeping one of 
the crew against the bulkhead, 
breaking his leg, but the refueling 
continued. 

This is the way our secret wea- 
pon is applied: A big Essex class 
carrier is selected, the tanker 
pulls alongside. A light line is 
shot across, then a messenger, and 
finally, a rope to which is tied the 
hose. A destroyer comes along on 
the other side. Hose are sent 
across to her, then telephone lines 
to. the hose atation, while other 
wires connect the bridge with 
hers, All the time the ships con- 
tinue moving at fast elip through 
the sea, in the direction of the en- 
emy. 

“We're ready,” comes the word 
over the telephone. “Start your 
pumps.” 

“The pumps are started,” goes 


back the answer. : 

Thick, black oil begins to flow 
through the hose as the _ three 
ships proceed through the water. 
Keen-eyed helmsmen, the key men 
in the operation, keep the ships 
steady, even -distances from one 
another. 

The fuel gurgles swiftly now 
through the hose, suspended 
limply on curved wooden saddles 
tied to booms projecting over the 
water. They are tended by hand 
on the big ships, by winch on the 
tankers. They are paid in and out 
gradually to compensate for the 
occasional widening and narrow- 
ing of the distances between, 


Several Refuel at Once, 


Three or four destroyers are re- 
fueled while the carrier's thirsty 
innards are being filled. 

Everywhere on the water are 
other tankers, servicing other 
ships. Diesel oil flows through for 
the destroyer escorts and subma- 
rine chasers, ordinary black fuel 
for the carriers and. battleships, 
gasoline for the planes. 

While the refueling is in pro- 
cess, whips are shot across from 
the tanker and canvas bags are 
sent over containing everything 
from fresh fruit to movies and 
passengers, You went aboard the 
tanker at a south Pacific port to 
catch the fleet. Now you are 
swinging aboard one of the car- 
riers in a boatswain’s chair. Mo- 
bile filling stations, long distance 
water taxis, these tankers are all 
things to all persons. 

The entire fleet is thus refueled. 
Hose are pulled back and the 
armada atreaks off at full speed. 

Planes are orbiting over now 
and landing on the carrier decks. 
They are not the same ones which 
have mounted a watchful combat 
patrol since the pumps were 
started, but new planes, and they 
are flying off the decks of the 
eep carrierg to replace the com- 

at losses the fleet has suffered 
since it last refueled, There are 
fresh pilots at the controls to re- 
place the pilots lost in action, But 
there are considerably more new 
planes than pilots, for pilot losses 
are not great, thanks to the Navy 
rescue service.

STEDT must have foreseen the 
possibility that he would fail

British Western Bloc Plan Viewed 
As Attempt to Limit U.S. Influence 


Over Poland. 


Explanation of Backing of Reactionaries — 
Stettinius Said to Have Blocked Effort to 
Gain Unilateral Freedom, Isolate America. 


Britain's western bloc policy was 
designed to pool all colonial em- 


ires — British, French, Dutch, 
Belgian and Italian alike — thus 
block any expansion of Ameri- 
can influence. It is only as a by- 
product of this policy that Britain 
favors reactionary governments 
everywhere. 


Liberalism a By-Product. 

It is fortunate that the American 
answer to a British restoration of 
monarchic feudalism is and can be 
a liberal policy in all the unhappy 
countries now seething with revo- 
lution, but, to be brutally frank, 
liberalism, despite the fact that it 
is traditional with Americans, is 
only a by-product of an intention 
to open the world to American in- 
fluence, American trade and 
American ideas of world security. 

Our so-called hands-off policy 
differs diametrically from the old- 
}fashioned isolationism. It results 
from active American interest in 
Europe and in many other parts 
of the globe, and from our demand 
to have equal rights and equal 
opportunities with Britair 

Most of the critics of our new 
State Department setup do not 
seem to understand why we dis- 
approve so strongly of British in- 
tervention in Greece and Italy, but 
are very cautious in the phrasing 
of our statements when Russian 
interests in Poland are touched. 
They discover weaknesses and in- 
stability in our foreign policy at 
precisely the moment that, in the 
world of realities, Secretary Stet- 
tinius is developing a very. clear 
and consistent line defending 
American basic interests, 


U. S. Tactics Like Russia’s. 


The great foreign political crisis 
we are now in began Dec. 5 when 
Stettinius, just appointed Secretary 
of State, released to the press his 
criticism of British behavior in 
Italy, Greece and Belgium. It was 
an unusual and seemingly rough 
procedure to criticise an ally open- 
ly in the press and it was some- 
vost reminiscent of Russian tac- 

cs. 

There were three reasons for 
the new tone and the new method. 
First, the issue at stake was big 
enough. Second, pxperience has 
taught us that the’ Russian meth- 
od was very efficient. A whole 
diplomatic mail-pouch full of se- 
cret notes could be disregarded; 
but 10 lines in Pravda always 
brought practical results. Why 
should we not try a diplomatic 
weapon that had proved so useful 
in the hands of another power? 
Third, and most important, there 
is a striking similarity in the Rus- 
sian and the American power po- 
sition, obliging both nations to 
use unconventional means of di- 
plomacy. 

What is this similarity? The 
Soviet Union and the United 
States now are the two strongest 
countries on earth; but this fact 
is new, and it is only recognized 
in theory, In spite of all the vic- 
tories of the Red Army the world 
was disagreeably surprised when 
the Soviet Union first raised its 
voice and sought to participate 
in major decisions in world poli- 
tics. Diplomatic notes did not 
help much, They were answered 
with great delay, and very often 
answered evasively. British di- 
plomacy, with its great skill, knew 
how to keep the Russians aloof 
from all decisive issues, That is 
why the Kremlin invented rough 
methods in diplomacy. 

The United States also hag to 
call attention to the fact that no 
major decision can be made with- 
out consultation and consent of 
our State Department. Britain 
was merely creating faits accom- 
plis when Stettinius hurried on 
the scene and reminded the world 
in general and Downing Street in 
particular that we exist. 

There was no time for subtle 
notes, new conferences and ex- 
change of memoranda,’ Britain 
was about to ee being its 
western bloc, and both the Soviet 
Union and the United States took 
urgent action. The Russians in- 
vited De Gaulle to Moscow and 
persuaded him to abandon the 
western bloc idea. Our State De- 
partment issued its “press re- 
lease.” 

Prime Minister Churchill is «a 
very stubborn man. In apite of 
the newly signed French-Russian 
alliance and of our open warning 
he has not changed his policy. 
He cannot abandon the.idea of a 
western bloc as he has no substi- 
tute which, in his opinion, can 
re-establish the power position of 
thé British Empire in the com- 
ing generations. 


Churchill’s Countersteps. 
How did Churchill try to save 
his heavily shaken foreign policy?

UBLIC confusion about American foreign policy is still growing.

Posed Dilemma for VU, S. 

The same Polish issue could be 
used to remove the American ob- 
stacle to Britain's power game, 
By provoking an American state- 
ment on Poland, Churchill con- 
fronted the State Department 
with a seemingly unsolvable di- 
lemma. We could either take the 
same line as Churchill, confirm- 
ing Stalin's right to deal with 
Poland as he pleases and thereby 
losing our argument that Britain 
should not act unilaterally in its 
“spheres,”"—Belgium, Greece and 
Italy; or we could repudiate 
Churchill's attitude on the Polish 
question, - taking a very strong 
ideological stand, but at the same 
time antagonizing the Soviet Union 
and driving Russia into a quies- 
cence with all British plans te 
avoid becoming isolated in a capi- 
talistic world—what Russia is 
most afraid of. 

It was a very clever provoca- 
tion. We immediately had a 
heated debate over the Polish ie 
sue, diverting public interest from 
the Greek civil war and from the 
over-all picture of world politica, 

But the State Department was 
able to solve the dilemma. It is 
sued a statement reaffirming 
some general principles that were 
uncontested anyway and contain- 
ing a strong hint that we should 
welcome a solution proposed by 
Churchill and Stalin. The state- 
ment did not commit the United 
States. In spite of all the efforta 
to read something into it, nobody 
can interpret it for or against 
Poland or Russia. We have there- 
by retained our freedom to make 
a policy in those areas where we 
are interested, without losing the 
friendship of the Soviet Unionjz 
and we are not isolated in our 
attempt to expand American in- 
fluence without being hampered 
by a monopoly of colonial empires 
all over the world.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 30 (AP). 
America built more planes, flew 
farther and carried more persons 
and cargo in 1944 than ever before, 

Aircraft manufacturers produced 
97,000 planes, each averaging 2420 

unds more than the 86,000 planes 

ullt in 1943. The total value wag 
$19, 400,000,000. 

The price of each plane declined 
aa the efficiency of production 
methods climbed, so that the num- 
ber of aircraft workers fell off 
by 289,000 to 1,811,000 workers in 
81 aircraft plants and sumerous 
subcontracting factories. 

Schedules were met despite free 
quent production line changes, 
which in one fighter model aver- 
aged a change every 40 hours, 
The industry, biggest in the world, 
turned out 11 war planes every 
hour of the year. 

Domestic airlines, benefiting 
from return of transports bor- 
rowed by the Army, carried record 
loads, with passenger load factors 
(percentage of available seata ac- 
tually used) running above 90 per 
cent. They carried 3,658,140 
sengers, of whom more than 
traveled on war priorities; 62,133, 
104 pounds of express, and 85,803,- 
000,000 pound-miles of mail. 

At the same time eight airlines 
were flying military routes around 
the world under contract, crossing 
oceans thousands of times. Four- 
teen lines also operated through 
most of the year on contract 
tary routes within the United 
States.

One is in work clothes, the 
other in office clothes. But in 
nine cases out of 10 the business 
man has done an apprenticeship 
in overalls or their equivalent. In 
the tenth case his father—or his 
grandfather at the outside—was a 
working man. 

The two parties to the bargain- 
ing process are fyndamentally 
Americans of the same human 
fiber. -They share“the same phi- 
losophy; thelr aims and ambitions 
sre peculiarly American, even 
where the scale is different. In 
human terms they meet as equals. 
Upon their relationship there is 
no shadow of the’ feudal memo- 
ries of master and serf which 
still darken management-labor 
dealings in some other parts of 
the world. There is no cal) for 
humility on one side, or for de- 
husions of superiority on the other. 

Trade unions—not only their .of- 
ficials but their rank and file— 
must grasp the fact that monop- 
oly in labor is as repugnant to 
the American spirit as monopoly 
in business. Oligarchy and minor- 
ity dictation are hateful to Amer- 
icans whether exercised: by labor 
groups or farm groups or cor- 
porate groups. A union member 
denied a genuine voice in the 
conduct of his union's affairs has 
lost a portion of his American 
democracy just as truly as a 
stockholder prevented from know- 
ing and influencing the conduct 
of his company. 

Restrictive Union Rules, 

Union rules that tend to. ex- 
elude American workmen from 
jobs of their own preference, that 
prevent smal] business from mak- 
ing a go of it, that stymie tech- 
nological progress and penalize 
the consumer, must in the end 
react against the whole labor 
movement. 

The faults of organized labor 
in America in the main run paral- 
lel to the faults of business. The 
tendency to reach out for power, 
to take all that the traffic will 
bear in a given situation, to forget 
public interest, to overlook the 
long view in favor of immediate 
profit—which of these has not 
been charged against labor and 
capital alike, and with about equal 
justice? Criticisms of labor have 
been based on the following par- 
ticulars: 

1. Arbitrary refusals to accept 
workers into membership. When 
a union has a closed-shop contract, 
and when, therefore, no worker 
ean work unless he is already a 
union member, exclusion from 
membership deprives the victim 
of his livelihood. 

2. Arbitrary crushing fines im- 

sed upon members; arbitrary 
Radeatainies: arbitrary expulsions. 
When the union has a closed-shop 
arrangement or dominates an in- 
dustry, to expel or suspend a+} 
worker is often to condemn him 
and his family to starvation. 

3. Undemocratic procedures in 
the internal management of labor 
unions. There are unions that do 
not hold regular conventions, or 
truly free and fair elections: oth- 
ers that go through the forms of 
democracy but are without a trace 
of its spirit. 

4. Failure to render proper fi- 
fancial accounts. Some unions 
have understood the need for fi- 
nancial accountability. Others pro- 
test that they dare not reveal 
their financial status to the em- 
ployers. It is an argument that 
will soon go down the drain. 

5. Too many strikes. I believe 
that a large proportion of strikes 
are avoidable. 

6. Violence on the picket line. 
This sin is clearly on public view 
and makes a host of enemies for 
unionism. 

7. Restraints on production. 
Though it is last in the list, it is 
perhaps first in importance. Waste 
of human effort, under any excuse, 
is a grievous wrong to the whole 
American economy and one that 
in the long run boomerangs 
against its instigators. 


Faults of Management. 

Management, at its end, obvi- 
ously must revise its traditional 
attitudes toward unionism, where 
these have lingered on, It can 
not longer blink the fact that 
jabor will get 4 large voice in our 
people's capitalism. Neither its 
feelings nor its interests can be 
treated lightly. The workers will 
increasingly be told more about 
the problem of the business in 
which they are engaged, in order 
that they may comprehend the 
larger pattern and their place in 
it. Confidence, hereafter, will have 
to be based on knowledge, not on 
clever slogans. 

I am not in favor of government 
in business and I regard labor as 
an intrinsic part of business. But 
rightly or wrongly, government 
will inject itself into business, and 
into the affairs of labor, if there 
is not self-regulation in labor- 
management relations. 

, As a_ specific example, why 
should government be a party to 
an election to determine for labor 
its bargaining agency in any plant, 
large or small, anywhere in the 
land? It seems to me altogether 
reasonable and feasible for labor 
and management to conduct their 
own affairs on the basis of mu- 
tual respect without official inter- 
vention. Precisely because the pe- 
riod ahead of us ig a critical one, 


There are real manage- 
Why prejudice the job in advance 


with difficult problems to be 
solved, both management and la- 
bor must take advanced positions 
on the solutions of their own 
problems without government in- 
trusion. “Independence sacrificed 
in a moment of crisis is not easily 
regained when the crisis is ended. 
It is simpler to lose freedom than 
to reconquer it. 

The National War Labor Board 
has been necessary in wartime. 
We accept government interces- 
sion to regulate disputes just as 
we accept other restraints that 
would be rejected in time of peace. 
But it would be hurtful, if not 
fatal, to the future of labor and 
business alike if the sphere of 
management-labor relations were 
pre-empted by government as its 
special province. 

Fundamental Propositions. 

Let me set down a few simple 
propositions which seem to me 
fundamental in the evolution of a 
—e labor-management pic- 
ure: 

1: Practical co-operktion be- 
tween labor and management does 
not imply an abridgement of the 
right of expression of intelligent 
self-interest by either side. Man- 
agement, in other words, must rec- 
ognize the right of labor to seek 
to protect its economic gains. La- 
bor, by the same token, must rec- 
ognize the competitive-market 
pressures on business. 

2. Labor must recognize that na- 
tional prosperity, and hence the 
well-being of workers whether or- 
ganized or not, depends upon a 
free and prosperous economy. In- 
terference with that freedom is 
therefore inimical] to the interest 
of labor itself. | 

3. Management and labor must 
mutually recognize the vital im- 
portance of facing issues square- 
ly, analyzing problems honestly 
and reaching equitable solutions. 
Ultimatums by either side prove 
nothing, and concessions exacted 
by violence leave wounds that do 
not easily heal. 

4. Reliance upon government 
to solve labor-management prob- 
lems is unsound. Lawsuits and 
appeals to Federal administrative 
agencies, involving thousands of 
pages of testimony and heavy 
legal fees, are futile extrava- 
gances. There is little an out- 
side agency can ascertain which 
the parties involved do not know 
more intimately. 


Subject for Discussion. 

A fifth proposition applies more 
explicitly to management. I am 
setting it down not as a rec- 
ommendation but as a subject 
for discussion and inquiry, since 
it is one that has potential dan- 
gers as well as potential advan- 
tages: 

Labor has found it useful to 
act as a unit in dealing with 
management, by region and by 
industry. Management, however, 
has sacrificed this co-operative 
advantage. It has been inclined 
to act individually, and frequent- 
ly at cross-purposes with others 
in the same field, By this process 
labor has often been able to 
“play” one firm against another. 
Having jockeyed one concern into 
line, it can use the resultant con- 
tract as a club to drive others 
into line. 

Management has failed to co- 
ordinate effort by region or by 
industry, fearing that this would 
“increase unionization.” But once 
we recognize frankly that unions 
are here to stay—that collective 
bargaining is an established and 
useful reality—then that fear 
loses its point. 

If management could organize, 
employ competent personnel to 
deal with organized labor by sec- 
tions and by industries, many of 
the present difficulties might 
disappear. ‘Under such an ar- 
rangement differences in wage 
scales and conditions of labor 
could be recognized in the re- 
gional] area of an-industry. Neith- 
er labor nor management could 
then use such differentials as a 
cloak for monopolistic policies. 

All our bright prospects for the 
postwar years can be wrecked 
on the shoals of industrial strife. 
Good labor relations are _ the 
fundamental condition for the 
critical years ahead of us. Both 
Management and labor have 
nothing to gain and everything 
to lose in the wreckage—only mis- 
chief-makers and enemies of our 
people’s capitalism can derive 
any comfort from industrial con- 
flict. 

An amicable management-labor 
picture is not a secondary matter 
to be dealt with in spare time. 
It is a central challenge. Nothing 
less than the life or death of our 
free economy is at stake.

From the moment the treaty was 
signed, the Germans conspired 
to evade the restrictions imposed 
upon them. German army lead- 
ers, aided by industrialists, care- 
fully built up an industrial base 
for full-scale rearmament. When 
Nazi stormtroopers triumphantly 
re-entered the highly-industrial- 
ized Rhineland, so necessary to a 
renewed program of aggression, 
only a few voices were raised in 
protest—and no nation was will- 
ing to take the lead in blocking 
the reoccupation by force of arms. 

It is apparent that most Brit- 
ish leaders do not ascribe the 
failure of the Versailles Treaty 
to its “harshness” or mildness. 
It is attributed, simply enough, 
to the unwillingness of the great 
powers to enforce the provisions 
by weight of arms, to act in con- 
cert to the end that Prussian 
militarism be suppressed when 
such suppression would have cost 
relatively few lives. 


Separate Tasks. 

British spokesmen and _ the 
leaders of other Allied nations 
have emphasized their resolve to 
avoid repeating this mistake. 
They regard the problem of con- 
trolling postwar Germany as a 
separate task from that of form- 
ing an enduring § international 
organization to maintain the 
peace of the world, but they are 
well aware that the attainment 
of both of these objectives hinges 
precariously on the ability of the 
great powers to co-operate har- 
moniously. 

That is why so Many liberals in 
Britain and in other United Na- 
tions are alarmed over the ill- 
will generated by British policies 
in some of the liberated countries, 
notably Greece and Italy. They 
fee] that if the British plan to en- 
gage in bitter “spheres of influ- 
ence” feuds with the Soviet Union 
the whole structure of internation- 
al co-operation will fall apart, 
bringing down with it the moast- 
carefully devised proposals to pre- 
vent the resurgence of Germany. 

“If those four (the United States, 
Great Britain, Russia and China) 
cannot agree to work together for 
peace, then there can be no guar- 
antee of peace,” said Harold But- 
ler, British Minister to Washing- 
ton, in a recent speech. Marshal 
Stalin also warned that the Dum- 
barton Oaks proposal will be ef- 
fective “only if the great powers, 
which have borne on their shoul- 
ders the main burden of the war 
against Germany, will act in the 
future also in the spirit of unanim- 
ity and concord.” 

Basic fear that an International 
peace organization may not work 
due to disagreements among the 
big powers is clearly reflected in 
the formation of military alliances 
among the European nations. The 
British-Soviet Pact of 1941 has 
been followed by the recent 
Franco-Russian Pact, ,both for 20 
years, and there is authoritative 
talk now of an impending British- 
French alliance. This reversion to 
the old-time coalitions is viewed 
as an ill-omen in many quarters. 
At best it may be regarded as 
mérely a secondary line of insur- 
ance against German aggression. 

Difference in Aim. 

There is, however, a fundamen- 
tal difference in aim between the 
formation of such power blocs and 
proposals to suppress German 
militarism, The coalitions are de- 
signed to be called into play in 
the event of German aggression, 
while the program of control, obvi- 
ously, is dedicated to the preven- 
tion of Germany’s ability or will 
to aggress. Despite the creation 
of new power blocs, it is the con- 
trol program that is getting pri- 
ority in British thinking. 

In England the main spokesman 
for a “hard” peace and a rigid 
control system is Lord Robert Gil- 
bert Vansittart, former Permanent 
Under-Secretary of the British 
Foreign Office and chief diplo- 
matic adviser to the Foreign Sec- 
retary from 1938 to 1941. Since 
publication of his book, “Black 
Record,” in 1942, an ever-expand- 
ing school of thought has arisen 
in support of what has become 
known as “Vansittartism.” 

In its conception of the Reich 
as a perennial trouble-maker that 
must be dealt with drastically, 
Vansittartism finds its counter- 
part in the United States in the 
Society for the Prevention of 
World War III. The “moderates”

I have 
urged for years, amid abuse not 
lost upon our Allies, that we 
should think rather of fairness to 
Europe at the explicit and inevi- 
table expense of Germany, If we 
wish to retain our place in the 
confidence and politics of the con- 
tinent, we must realize that here 
‘we have come to our first cross- 
roads, We cannot have it both 
ways. For my part I have chosen 
—with Europe.” 

Addressing a meeting of the Win 
the Peace vement, of which he 
is president, Vansittart once said 
that the Germans feel they have 
a chance to win the peace. “It is 
very easy to see already on what 
lines they are proceeding,” he as- 
serted. “Their first line is simply 
an extension of the one they ex- 
ploited with such dividends after 
the last war—that they were not 
responsible for it. The second line 
is the suggestion that just around 
the corner is awaiting the ideal 
German democracy and that, if 
we are going to give it a chance 
of growing to its full beauty, we 
should impose no terms on it 
which would handicap it. Neither 
of these excuses is valid.” 

Vansittart has gone on record 
in the House of Lords as favoring 
the bequest of East Prussia to 
Poland, “This war,” he told the 
House, “was hatched in East 
Prussia, home of the Junker war 
lords and hotbed of militaristic 
reaction where the first illegal 
German Army was founded after 
the last war.” At the same time 
he has made clear that he does 
not consider the German Left 
much better than the Junkers and 
the German Right. Emigrant Ger- 
man Socialists, he has stated, are 
apt to mislead the public by being 
anti-Nazi but not anti-militaristic, 
eapecially in America, where they 
are already represented in our 
“academic network.” : 

Anthony Eden’s Views. 

Anthony Eden, Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs, it is 
important to note, also has placed 
the burden of guilt for militarism, 
on the German people as a whole, 
rather than on the Nazis. 

“In the long history of aggres- 
sion which became avowedly the 
national industry, first of the 
Prussians and then of the Ger- 
mans,” Eden said in a speech 
last July 20, “that people (the 
German Herrenvolk) has always 
found its war lords, under what- 
ever title they chose, to lead the 
German hordes willingly, and with 
the full approval of the nation at 
home, on a path that spelt doom 
and destruction for their neigh- 
bors. 

“Hopes of glory, promises of 
Lebensraum, any other pretense— 
those have been easily propounded 
and eagerly believed by the Ger- 
man people. Hitler is simply a 
symbol of this lust for power, and 
when the symbol goes the spirit 
which created it has still to be 
finally removed, This time we 
must be sure that it will be ut- 
terly crushed and powerless to 
rise again.” 

Indicative of the support that 
has gathered behind the “hard 
peace” advocates, the semi-official 
Postwar Policy Group, compris- 
ing about 40 Conservative mem- 
bers of both Houses of Parliament, 
several weeks ago issued a memo- 
randum proposing the “breakup 
and redistribution” of Prussia, 
“leader and instigator of aggres- 
sion in Germany.” 

They proposed that the Rhine- 
land, Westphalia, Hesse, Hanover, 
Schleswig-Holstein and the old 
Hansa Town territories be liber- 
ated from Prussian rule and estab- 
lished as autonomous states. Ba- 
varia, Wuerttemburg, Saxony and 
Baden also would be given the 
status of independent states. Rep- 
arations, it urged, should be inte- 
grated with the problem of remov- 
ing Germany's war potential, by 
transfer to the United Nations of 
the Reich’s raw materials, indus- 
trial equipment and mines, 

Laski Disagrees. 

Laski, on the cther hand, has 
criticized such dismemberment 
plans as an attempted “Balkaniza- 
tion” of Germany that would lead 
to new frictions and a revived 
centripetal movement. Vansittart 
and his followers are ‘trying to 
deal with symptoms rather than 
causes, in Laski’s opinion, and the 
real German problem is essentially 
one of effecting a wholesale shift 
in the distribution of class power 
in Germany. 

“The most urgent need in Ger- 
many,” he has ggid, “is the en- 
couragement, wit@f all our power, 
of the working-class forces of 
which Hitler was essentially the 
executioner hired by big business, 
the Army and the aristocracy. I 
think it is folly to attempt the 
forcible decentralization, of Ger- 
man Government... . 

“Little good is done to anyone

In name only will the Seventy- 
ninth be a new Congress.

Reconversion of indutry from 
war to peace, and planning for 
fulltime employment, 

Wage stabilization and price 
controls. 

Continued financing of the 
war and curbing of the mount- 
‘ing national debt. 

Strengthening of -labor laws, 
particularly those dealing with 
the War Labor Board. 

And possibly the adoption of 
a “lasting peace” plan. 

The Army, the Navy, the White 
House and congressional leaders 
are anxious for prompt disposition 
of compulsory peacetime military 
training legislation. Hearings*will 
start early before the House Mili- 
tary Committee, with indications 
Congress will be asked to require 
every male youth to take one year 
of straight military training at 
the age of 18 or shortly there- 
after. 

Whether the Seventy-ninth Con- 
gress will blueprint the peace pro- 
gram only warfront developments 
will determine, but foreign policy 
is certain to be a live issue,

Lord Noel-Buxton has joined 
with Laski in warning against 
territorial changes that may reap 
a harvest of new wars. Writing in 
the October issue of “The Con- 
temporary Review,” published in 
London, he quoted Winston 
Churchill in .the latter’s book, 


in his campaign could point con- 
tinually to a number of minor 
anomalies and racial injustices in 
the territorial arrangements of 
Europe, which fed the fires on 
which he lived,.’” Noel-Buxton’s 
article, of course, was written be- 
fore the Prime Minister declared 
his support of Russia's claim to 
eastern Poland, and of the plan 
to give Poland part or all of t 
Prussia, Pomerania and Upper 
Silesia. 

Noel- Buxton urged that the 
United Nations be “level-headed” 
in its treatment of postwar Ger- 
many, and in time the Reich itself 
will form a provisional govern- 
ment ay the Allies can trust. 
Viscount Cecil of Chelwood, win- 
ner of the 1937 Nobel Peace Prize, 
also writing in the Contemporary 
Review, characterized the Ger- 
mans as “moral robots” as now 
educated, but said only two alter- 
natives lie before the Allies—com- 
plete extermination or “conver- 
sion” to decency. Since conversion 
is the only practical course, he 
went on, we must look to the Ger- 
mans for gelf-reformation, for “it 
is as true morally as politically 
that those who would be free, 
themselves must strike the blow,” 

Warns Against Vengeance. 

Perhaps the objective of both 
the Vansittart and the Laski-Noel- 
Buxton schools of thought has 
been best expressed in England 
by the Archbishop of Canterbury 
when he said: “The treatment of 
Germany must be such as to re- 
move once and for all the menace 
of German aggression, and to se- 
cure full atonement for the ap- 
palling sufferings inflicted by Nazi 
Germany upon the peoples of Eu- 
rope. Yet we must not lend our- 
selves in a mood of vengefulness 
to breaches of basic human rights, 
or to punitive measures against 
the entire German people which 
will be repudiated as unjust by 
later generations, or will perma- 
nently frustrate the hopes of peace 
and unity in Europe.” 

While a basic cleavage exists in 
Great Britain over the methods of 
achieving this high ideal, it ig evi- 
dent that in the end the British 
proposals for a long-range plan 
will represent a form of compro- 
mise between extremists at both 
ends. What emerges from the 
welter of debate and controversy 
are strong indications that Great 
Britain, like the United States, 
will formally favor full occupa- 
tion of the Reich for an indefi- 
nite period; scientific control of 
key industries, with especial em- 
phasig on the Ruhr and Rhine- 
land areas; boundary readjust- 
ments but not violent dismember- 
ment; control of imports and ex- 
ports, and a program of re-educa- 
tion designed to enable Germany 
ultimately to take its place in a

ISSISSIPPI was the first 
state in which TVA pow- 
er was distributed, com- 
mencing with Tupelo early in 
1934. I was a member of the State 
Legislature when this development 
was proposed. I supported this @ 
well as subsequent TVA measures. 
We are largely an agricultural 
state, and any program, Federal 
or private, designed to bring elec- 
tric power to rural sections is 
definitely a step forward in the 
development of the state. The life 
of our people has been greatly en- 
riched by TVA and the Rural 
Electrification Administration, the 
development and extension of 
cheaper electricity h..ving proved 
sound and wholesome from every 
point of view. 

Use of electrical appliances has 
lifted many of our burdens. In the 
northeastern part of the state, we 
are milking cows, pumping water, 
cutting wood, refrigerating food 
and giving decent light chiefly 
with TVA power. Better refrigera- 
tion means not only a saving of 
food but improved health, while 
the electric pump, tank, water 
system and sewage disposal fa- 
cilities are likewise of incalculable 
value to public health. These 
vital things we owe largely to 
TVA, and to the power companies 
operating in our state, 

I do not fee] that the role played 
by this Federal ag.ncy in Missis- 
sippi has constituted any en- 
croachment on our state rights. 
We have co-operated with TVA, 
and it has co-operated with us 
and our state agencies. The re- 
sult has been satisfactory. 

Development of cheaper elec- 
tricity in other sections of the 
country, either through Federal 
agencies or private companies, 
where feasible and practicable, is 
in the interest of the nation’s wel- 
fare. In addition, such develop- 
ment would help provide jobs for

HE British Captain looked sus- 
T piciously at the tall, blond, 

bearded man in his tattered 
clothes. “Incredible,” he said. “An 
American flyer, you say, in these 
hills for seven months? Right in 
the middle of the Jerries?” The 
little Italian farmer who had 
brought the American in edged up 
to the Captain. “But itsa true,” 
he said in his best Italo-American, 
“I see hima come down. I take 
care hima long time. We gooda 
friends.” He grinned broadly. 

It WAS true. For seven months 
Staff Sgt. Lee Nelson of Rockford, 
Ill., lived within a few mileg of the 
German fortress at Cassino — on 
cheese, crusts of bread, and his 
wits. The Nazis had almost stum- 
bled over him time and again. 
From his hideout he looked down 
on the whole vast panorama of 
the fateful battles for the Hitler 
line which raged below him, until 
the tide of the Allied advance 
finally swept past and set him 
free. Says Sgt. Nelson, solemnly: 
“It was a crazy thing to have 
happen to a guy.” 

It was possible only because of 
Giuseppe, the little Italian farmer. 
Giuseppe had spent years in the 
United States. When he went 
back to Italy to take care of his 
aged parents, he left his heart 
here. And when Fate presented 
him with a chance to help an 
American soldier, he was over- 
joyed. Let the Sergeant start the 
story: 

“We were sweating it out to 
Ponte Gorda that day, I was radio- 
man in a B-25 of the Twelfth 
Medium Bomber Group. ,Around 
Cassino a lot of flak started com- 
ing up, and the left engine had 
been hit. It squirted flame and 
soon the ship was afire. Over the 
interphone the pilot said ‘Abandon 
ship,’ so I put on my chute, got 
over to the hatch, and waited my 
turn. That was a loony jump! 
When I reached for the ripcord 
handle, it wasn’t there. The para- 
chute pack had broken loose and 
was flapping around in the air 
above me, the shroud lines slap- 
ping my face. I hauled it down to 
me, found the handle and pulled. 
Something had gotten jammed, 
though, and only a little silk came 
out. I had to feed the rest out 
with my hands, I was falling 
pretty fast by then and doing som- 
ersaults like a trapeze artist. 
When the chute finally did take 
hold, the body straps almost cut 


me in half, Then I began to oscil- 

late, badly. When you're coming 

down fast on a mountainside cov- 
ered with boulders, that’s no fun. 

But there wasn’t much time to 

worry. The ground came up and 

met me with a bang. 

“The next few hours were a bad 
dream. I knew I wag right.in the 
middle of one of the biggest Ger- 
man military concentrations in 
Italy—with a battered ankle that 
hurt so much that I couldn't walk, 
No cigarettes, food, or anything, 
the scramble in the plane had been 
so sudden, I never knew you could 
feel so lonely.

T HERE was nobody in sight. I 
hadn’t seen the chutes of any 
of the other fellows. I had fal- 

len much faster on account of the 

delayed release, and apparently in 

a different direction, And then

ward for breath-taking seconds, 
disappeared behind the mountain,

HE Sergeant had narrow es- 
T capes, “Several times they al- 
most stumbled over me,” he 
says. “Once, after my ankle was 
a little better, I started out on a 
walk, Suddenly I heard German 
voices. I hit a hole in some under- 
brush—fast. Along the trail came 
two krauts, each with a tommy- 
gun in the crook of his arm, They 
were having an argument about 
something and, of course, they 
had to stop right in front of me 
to finish it. If one of them had 
s0 much as looked down at his 
feet during those ten awful min- 
utes he couldn’t have missed me, 
But neither of them did, and they 
went on their way. In the eve- 
ning Churchill would make sure 
that the coast was clear and come 
up to my hideout to get me. We'd 
go back to his hut together. One 
evening the Nazis pulled a sur- 
prise raid, Somebody must have 
tipped them off about me, Church- 
ill was afraid that I'd start out 
fof his hut by myself and run 
right into an embush. He did 
some fast thinking, God bless 
him! He had some sheep hidden 
away on a little meadow that the 
krauts hadn’t found, Now he 
started up the trail, pretending he 
didn’t know the Germans were 
following him, and led them right 
to the flock, While they were 
busy rounding up the animals he 
got away and warned me, 
Giuseppe made that sacrifice as 
cheerfully as he did other things 
to “make the Sergeant happy.” His 
tiny stock of cigarettes and bits 
of food which his wife managed 
to smuggle up from the valley 
were carefully divided. Nelson’s 
shoes began to wear out. Giuseppe 
found an old tire, and went down 
into the valley for some nails— 
a very dangerous sortie for him. 
Thus the Sergeant got new soles 
for his field boots. When it got 
cold, Giuseppe produced his highly 
prized greatcoat—a relic from the 
last war. He was angry when 
Nelson suggested that he might 
need it himself. Time passed 
slowly for the Sergeant, He had 
been shot down on Oct. 21, 1943. 
“At first I made a scratch on my 
watch every day. That was when 
I thought I might be able to get 
away. But by the time my ankle 
wag well, more and more Germans

had come in. The roads in the 
valley were crawling with them 
all the time.

It wag Chur- 
chill who kept me from going 
nuts.” 

In the evenings, Giuseppe and 
the Sergeant had long conversa- 
tions. The little Italian haa 
worked all over the United States, 
in an amazing assortment of jobs 
-—from stonemason to street car 
conductor, 

“Ite a wonderful place, America, 
he would begin one of his disser- 
tations, ‘itsa got everything!" The 
trouble was, said Giuseppe, that 
not enough Americans appreciated 
what they had, “Now you justa 
taka da scenery, for example,” he 
would say. “You think itsa beauti- 
ful here. Well, let me tell you. 
In Arizona ,.. .” And Giuseppe 
was off on a travelogue. Fiorello 
LaGuardia was one of his heroes, 
“You bringa him over, leta him 
run Italy.” 


Giuseppe was convinced that 
the American system would work 
anywhere in the world. “It makesa 
more people happy,” was always 
his concluding argument. 

“Churchill’s eyes would get all 
shiny, his accent would get even 
worse than usual, and he’d fall 
all over his own words,” said Nel- 
son, “Every once in a while he'd 
say—You understanda what I 
say.’ And I certainly did. He was 
such a good American that he 
made me feel ashamed of myself. 
I hadn't ever thought about it 
very much; sort of took it for 
granted, I guess, the way most of 
us do, Giuseppe taught me a les- 
son I'll never forget.” 

One day, Giuseppe went all mys- 
terious. He sent one of his sons 
to tell the Sergeant to stay away 
for a day and not to come down 
until the following morning. Nel- 
son thought that the Germans 
were unusually active. But it was 
Christmas and Giuseppe planned 
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a surprise. The little stone hut 
was decked out with greens, Giu- 


‘seppe had slaughtered a cow. 
JMama and some trusted relatives 


had arrived with a bottle of wine 
for the feast. The Sergeant was 
blue at first. Christmas at home 
had always been his favorite day 
of the year. 

“But Churchill was so happy,” 
the Sergeant said, “that I couldn’t 
satay blue very long. ‘Some day 
soon, we have a real Christmas 
again,’ he'd say. ‘You see, Every- 
thinga fix himself and we always 
be friends.’ He grinned that ter- 
rific grin of-his, and the first 
thing I knew I was enjoying my- 
self.’ 

One morning in January, Giu- 
seppe came panting up the moun- 
tain, so excited that he was shout- 
ing. The Fifth Army was ad- 
vancing on Cassino. But that ex- 
citement was _ shortlived. The 
sound of cannonading died away, 
the bombers stopped coming over, 
and the worst months of the war 
—for the sergeant—started. Feb- 
ruary, March and April dragged 
by.

And then, in 
early May, the bombers started 
coming again; this time by the 
hundred.

At a new vantage 
point on the mountain they built 
a lookout post, scarcely 75 feet 
above the main road that led from 
Cassino over a pass to the rear.

Dr. Earnest A. Hooton, Noted Anthropologist, Would 
Keep Young Men at Home and Let Elders Do the 
Fighting~Latter No Longer Needed by Families, He Says 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Dec. 30. 

R. EARNEST A. HOOTON, 

Harvard’s famous anthropol- 

ogist, who believes men over 
45 should handle postwar military 
occupation problems, today blasted 
the classical theory of the Ro- 
mans that man does not reach 
full mental maturity until the 
age of 60. 

“Some never reach any m-- 
turity,” said the 57-year-old pro. 
fessor. “My theory still stands: 
let old men who make wars serve 
in a world police force and let 
young men come home.” 

Repeating his recent recommen- 
dation that older men “have com- 
pleted their families and the 
greater part of their life work, 
ahd might well devote their re- 
maining years to service in pay- 
ment of the benefits and happi- 
ness they have enjoyed,” Dr. 
Hooton added: 

“We older men might as well 
have our coronary thrombosis on 
the. battlefield as on the golf 
course. Besides, if men all over 
the world did not reach military 
age until their 45th year, it would 
all come out even and the tempo 
of warfare would be slowed down 
everywhere. In any event we 
would better wait and see how 
old Germans fight before we 
acratch off the senile as unfit for 
military service.” 

All persons who apply for di- 
vorce would automatically qualify 
for Selective Service, Hooton 
added. 


“Since our main purpose is the 
preservation of the American fam- 
ily, it is clear that we need not 
exempt from military duties indi- 
viduals who have failed in their 
family life,” he said.

country has lost a whole life, in- 
cluding everything that has been 
put into education and upbringing. 
It has also lost the _ possible 


‘progeny of the individual sacri- 


ficed in youth.” 

He would reverse the war 
process “for the good of the 
species” and “let young men make 
wars and old men fight them.” 

Dr. Hooton’s theories have been 
making news for a good many 
years. In 1942 the eminent anthro- 
pologist publicly advocated post- 
war creation of a “synthetic race 
of German people,” made up of 
non-Germanics from other coun- 
tries of the world, to replace the 
present stock in the Reich, as “the 
only means of preventing a recur- 
rence of world-wide conflict. 

Asserting that Allied victories in 
Europe had exploded the Nazi 
super race myth, Dr. Hooton said; 

“The Nordic supremacy foolish- 
ness still is accepted, however, by 
millions of Germans who seem to 
have overlooked the fact that it 
does not apply to their own 
leaders. 

“They probably never will dis- 
believe that they are a superior 
race simply because they believe 
the things they are told, and think 
as they are told to think,”

H E would accomplish his pur- 
pose, Dr. Hooton said at the 
time, by two steps; 

1. Send into Germany the 
Czechs, Austrians and others who 
would settle and intermingle with 
the German people. 

2. Keep out of Germany the 
Nazi Armies and put the men 
to work rebuilding the lands they 
have occupied, 


Killing Hitler, Goebbels, Goering 


and other leaders is no solution® 


to the German problem, he says, 
because their followers are “just 
as culpable as the leaders them- 
selves.” ; 

Another revolutionary idea of 
Dr. Hooton’s since the war began 
was his recommendation of “gov- 
ernment breeding.” 

“If the government has to take 
care of all the infirm, aged, un- 
employable and chronically anti- 
social,” he urged, “why should it 
not be allowed to take measures

Under his direction, a program 
was carried out at’ the aero- 
medical laboratory of the Army 
Air Force Materiel Command, 
Wright Field, O., which resulted 
in a redesign of helmets, oxygen 
masks and goggles for men whose 
effectiveness may depend on the 
fashion and fit of their headgear, 

Dr. Hooton is a friendly, ubiquit- 
ous, unassuming man who has sev- 
eral times championed the causes 
of the downtrodden. 

He once told the National Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of 
Colored People that racial preju- 
dice was “little more than a cloak 
to cover an apparently universal 
desire of selfish and morally low 
grade people to dominate their 
fellow beings. 

“The trumped-up allegations of 
racial inferiority or superiority are 
not based on scientific findings 
and have never deceived any ex- 
cept the ignorant and the mental- 
ly inferior—but these, unfortunate- 
ly, include an enormous propor- 
tion of individuals of whatever 
race or nationality.” 

Dr. Hooton’s influence on the 
American public mind is vast but 
is realized only by a few. Laat 
year, Walt Disney, creator of 
Donald Duck and other animated 
cartoons, conferred with Hooton 
for two days on the possibilities 
of a cartoon feature to make a 
fool out of Hitler. 

For his outspoken theories he 
has been a frequent target of 
criticism by. public officials, in 
particular an occasional member 
of the Massachusetts legislature. 
One of the latter charged recently 
that Hooton has “preached doc- 
trines contrary to the spirit of 
American democracy.” 

The attack grew from his recom- 
mendation of the “Department of 
Population,” in which the Govern- 
ment would supervise the breed- 
ing of citizens. 

Police commissioners form an- 
other solid bloc of enemieg of Dr. 
Hooton, for he has often said that 
“criminology is the most abject 
failure in social science.” 

He has often assailed tHe failure 
of the medical profession “to study 
human evolution,” which makes 
him unpopular in another quarter. 

“The sorely needed knowledge 
of human heredity and of the re- 
lation of the human organism to 
its behavior will never be ac- 
quired as long as vapid pontiffs 
of the bedside manner control 
medical science, with one eye on 
the microscope, the other on the 
drug cabinet, and both hands 
clutching the Walo of the witch 
doctor which wobbles on the 
alopecious crania,” he said. “Med- 
ical science ... is just skillful 
enough to ruin natural selection.”

ERHAPS his statement that 

what the country needs is a

‘“‘Woman’s. reproductive appara- 
tus, is so complicated that all the 
rest of her has to be simple,” 
he said.

Orchestra and 
Public

EVERAL years ago Elie Sieg- 

meister, the American composer 

and musicologist, undertook to 
show a direct relationship between 
the developing forces of society 
and the history of music, As is 
often the case with the proponent 
of a thesis, he often drew conclu- 
sions that were’ only thinly sup- 
ported by the facts.

Music, as he said, cannot be iso- 
lated from society without losing 
ites intelligibility. This was the 
case even when it was being pro- 
duced seemingly for the exclusive 
edification and diversion of a 
small group of aristocrats, who 
regarded themselves as being 
above and beyond the main body 
of society. Dukes and princes 
hired the talents of such compos- 
ers as pleased them but the mate 
rials with which the composers 
worked, came from the whole of 
their experiences.

THUS THE HEAVY tread of 
Croatian peasant dancing echoes 
through the symphonies of Josef 
Haydn that contributed so notably 
to the amenities of the Esterhazy 
country seat.

THE DAY IS GONE when an 
individual, no matter what his ca- 
pacity, will consider it appropriate 
to assemble an orchestra period- 
ically to play exclusively for him- 
self, his family and his frierids. 
And the day is approaching when 
the interested public must provide 
practically all of the economic 
support for such musical insti- 
tutions as continue to exist. This 
is in line with every recognizable 
social trend.

Rhubarb Shortcake

MENUS FOR MONDAY 

OR the next few months rhu- 
r barb lives in “pent-house” quar- 

ters so far as price is con- 
cerned, and it will remain there 
as long as it is of the hothouse 
variety with that gorgeous straw- 
berry-pink color. en we begin 
to get it from open gardens and 
fields and the color descends to 
that unglamorous green and dull 
red, the price descends, as well as 
the consumption, One reason is 
that there are by that time many 
competitors that have more beauty. 
Since we are such addicts to 
beauty, the cook needs always to 
reconcile looks with pricé and 
palate appeal. 

In the following recipe we com- 
bine and extend the beauties of 
rhubarb with orange. Of course 
to have this dessert perfect, one 
must make good rich biscuit and 
bake them perfectly, then break 
them open immediately and spread 
with the fruit filling while they 
are steaming hot and willing to 
absorb a generous amount of the 
luscious juice. 

Rhubarb Shortcake. 

One pound fresh rhubarb (two 
and one-half cups), one-half cup 
water, one-half cup sugar (or 
sweeten to taste), one slice of 
orange (rind included), one-quar- 
ter inch thick. 

Wash, remove leaves, and stem 
ends from rhubarb, Cut into one- 
half inch pieces. Place all in- 


gredients in saucepan and cook 
over shortcake made as follows: 

Two cups sifted all-purpose 
flour, four teaspoons baking pow- 
der, one-half teaspoon salt, one 
tablespoon sugar, one-quarter cup 
shortening, three-fourths cup milk. 

Sift together flour, baking pow- 
der, salt and sugar. Cut in short- 
ening with pastry blender or work 
in with fingers until consistency 
of coarse meal. Add milk all at 
once, stir with fork just until flour 
is dampened. Turn out on lightly 
floured board, knead lightly quick- 
ly 10 to 12 times. Roll out three- 
eighths inch thick and cut with 
three-inch biscuit cutter. Place on 
greased cookie sheet, brush half 
of the biscuits with butter—place 
other half on top. Bake in a hot 
oven, 4560 degrees, for 12 minutes. 
Split and serve with rhubarb 
sauce. 

Breakfast — Glazed pears, spicy 
French toast, broiled pork sau- 
sages. 

Spicy French Toast. 

This breakfast dish is guaran- 
teed to lure your family away from 
the no-brenkfast habit. If the 
smell of sausages sizzling merrily 
isn’t enough to do it, just let them 
get a glimpse of the crisp golden- 
brown French toast with its spicy 
aroma and the glistening pears, 
and it will be enough to get the 
most stubborn sleeper to the table. 


Beat two eggs slightly, then add 


one-half teaspoon cinnamon, dash 
nutmeg, one-fourth teaspoon salt, 
three tablespoons sugar, dash of 
pepper and beat until light-colored, 
Add one coup milk and soak each 
slice of bread thoroughly in this 
mixture before frying. elt about 
three tablespoons butter in a heavy 
iron skillet and fry the soaked 
bread until nicely browned on both 
sides, turning only once, Add 
more butter as required. Serve 
with broiled pork sausages and 
with glazed pears and pear syrup 
prepared as follows: Drain juice 
from one No. 2 can Bartlett pears; 
there should be about one and one- 
half cups. Add one cup sugar and 
simmer 30 minutes, Add two ta- 
blespoons lemon juice, one-half tea- 
spoon ginger and pears, and sim- 
mer until pears are hot through. 
Serve drained pears with the toast 
and sausages, and use the sauce 
as syrup with the toast. Four 
generous servings.

They 
say that Mrs, Langner being an 
Oklahoman, with Cherokee Indian 
blood in her veins, had much to 
do with her thinking of “Okla- 
home!” The fact, too, that Mrs. 
Rodgers, wife of the composer, 
is from Oklahoma, was no draw- 
back to the suggested change. 
Anyhow, when the entertainment 
crashed into success at the St. 
James Theater, New York, March 
31, 1943, it was as “Oklahoma!” 
The exclamation point is part of 
the name, 
Mise Theresa Helburn, Lang- 
ner’s co-director of Theater Guild 
affairs, conceived the idea of mak- 
ing a musical play out of Lynn 
Riggs’ Indian - territory folk 
drama, “Green Grow the Lilacs.”

Jimmy Byrnes flatly refused to 
modify his recent request that all 
animal racing end next Wednes- 
day. 

Later, the War Manpower Com- 
mission withdrew all employment 
ceiling authorizations for track 
operators, 


This order prohibits tracks from 
employing anyone “except watch- 
men and such to make minor re- 
pairs and keep the place from 
falling apart,” a WMC source said. 
A ban against transportation of 
horses, except to home stables, 
also became effective. ®% 

The order also applies to dogs. 

The possibility of horses or dogs 
being moved to Canadian or Mex- 
ican tracks thus was ruled out. 

Meanwhile, it was learned that 
War Mobilization Director Byrnes 
probably will be available early 
next week for direct questioning 
on the sports situation. 

In response to a request for an 
interview, the White House said 
that Byrnes planned to hold a
